Prejudiced testimony of fellow officers, 
altered charts, defaced logs and faulty 
memories have not contrived to rob him 
of his share of credit for the greatest 
sea fight of modern history, in which 
there was “glory enough for all.” 


Rear Admiral Schley is not on trial, 
though he faces a naval court of inquiry. 
There are no charges against him. There 
isno prosecutor. He is not begging for 
mercy. He is styled “the applicant.” 


It is an investigation, and of his own 
choosing, that his reputation may be set 
right before the world. 

His fellow oficers in the navy are try- 
ing to determine, once for all, if serious 
fault may be found with his conduct or 
ability as commander of a naval force 
of the United States on the particular 
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occasion when the force which he di- 
rected disabled,. sunk and defeated the 
Spanish fleet under the commaad of 
Admiral Cervera, of the coast of Cuba 
July 8, 1898. 

This investigation was forced on Rear 
Admiral Schley by the unfortunate ¢on- 
troversy which arose after the battle 
concerning the distribution of honors. 

The history of that controversy the 
world knows. Bitter as it was, it might 
never have been brought to a climax, 
and Schley might have endured in silence 
the obloquy and aspersions cast upon his 

‘official conduct and personal actions, 
had it not been for an alleged history of 
the war with Spain, Written by a clerk 
in the navy department, Maclay by name, 
of which Admiral Sampson read a part of 
the proof, and which referred to Rear 
Admiral Schley in offensive terms, call- 
ing him a caitifi and a cowars, and mok- 
ing broad allegations of timidity, bad 
judgment and incompetency. 

In self defense the rear admiral asked 
that his conduct at the battle of Santiago 
be investigated by his peers in the Uni- 
ted States service, 

His request was granted. 

Glorious Truth 
at Last Revealed. 

The testimony before the court of in- 
quiry has done more. than to clear up 
the doubts concerning Rear Admiral 
- Schley’s conduct. 

It has given to the world the true sto- 


__~ fy of the battle of Santiago. 


It has set it forth in plain words, ‘80 
_ that all the world might read. 

ee It has stripped the government reports 
_ forth in living letter: 
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Chief Yeoman Ellis of the flagship Brooklyn was the only man killed at the 
Battle of Santiago. He was using a stadimeter and only a minute before had 


taken the range of the Spanish battleship Viscaya. 
Ryan, Dr. De Valin, the ship’s physician, and other officers. 


He was surrounded: by Lieut. 
Fifteen feet away, 


standing on a little platform, was Commodore Schley. A shell, which seemed to 
come from the Cristobal Colon, struck Ellis on the head and he was instantly 


killed. 


He fell to the deck and the blood ran down in the way of the men who 


were fighting. Hurriedly two or three of them seized the body to throw it over- 


board. Commodore Schley, turning at 


the sound of the explosion, and seeing 


what was about to be done, called out: “Don’t throw him overboard. Cover him 
up with something.” The officers desisted and placed the body to one, side. After 
the battle the body of the sole victim of that glorious battle was taken ashore 


and buried. 


Schley’s conduct, under these circumstances, has been dwelt upon 


strongly to show that he was not laboring. under intense excitement during the 
battle and that his conduct was not. cowardly, but. that during the heat of the 
engagement he was able to observe all details and act with humanity and judgment. 


There is no more guesswork. 

There should be no more controversy. 
It is a plain story. He that runs may

Admiral Sampson was technically in 
command of the fleet. On his flagship, 
the New York, he was 12 miles away. 
Cervera’s fleet attempted to escape from 
Santiago harbor. Rear Admiral Schley, 
then a commodore, who was on guard at 
the mouth of the bay, pursued the flee- 
ing Spaniards, followed by the magnifi- 
cent battleship Oregon and other vessels, 
overtook, routed and captured the na- 
tion’s foe.

JO REDUCE ARMY ABROAD. 


Gen. Corbin’s Kepc 


Report Recommends 
Changes in Philippine Establishment. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Major-General! 

Corbin’s annual report shows that the 

army in the Philippines is to be reduced 

by expired terms at the rate of 2000 a 

month from now until June, 1902. It is 

time to begin special recruiting now. 
Losses from all causes in the regulars 
and volunteers from July 1, 19090, to June 

30 last, were 16,924 officers and men in the 

regulars, and 8191 in volunteers. Casualties 

in the Philippines since June 30, 1898, to 

June 30 last, were 117 officers and 3378 mei 

killed and 182 officers and 2646 men wounded. 
Gen. Corbin urges the necessity of a 

domestic cable from the Pacific coast to the 

Philippines, more comfortable quarters for 

troops in the Philippines and uniforms dif- 

ferent from the regular service for team- 
sters, farriers and servants of officers in 
active sevice. He strongly recommends the 
retirement of two major-generals in action 
and one on the retired list with the rank of 
lieutenant-general. He approves of medals 
for exceptional war service to all officers 
and men, both regular and volunteer troops 
who honorably served in the war with 
Spain in the Philippines and in China.

BAY MINETTE, Ala, Oct. 19.—The man- 
ner in which the people of Bay Minette 
Stole a jail and court house from the people 


of Daphne on Wednesday last will go down 
in the records of the state as an interesting 
bit of history. The people of Daphne are 
still rubbing 
how it all happened. It was done accord- 
ing to law, but the Daphneites intended 
to get the law on the Bay Minetteites and 
foil them. They were caught napping 
and the whole state is laughing at them. 
The episode forms a most remarkable story 
of ‘“‘hustling.”’ 

The recent legislature passed an act au- 
thorizing the removal of the county seat 
of Baldwin County from Daphne to Bay 
Minette, but Daphne held on to the jail. 
On Wednesday a negro boy was arrested 
charged with a serious crime and was 
held for the grandjury. Commissioner Hand

He telephoned the foreman at his lumber 
camp to have 100 picked men, a dozen of 
them steel workers, with fifty of his best 
teams, report to him at 10 o’clock that 
night in Bay Minette prepared to act as 
guard for the safe conveyance of a pris- 
oner to the jail at Daphne. 
The little army, with a long line of 
wagons, reported as directed, and, at 10:30 
p. m. the procession quitely moved through 
this little town and out the Daphne read. 
Just as the first rays of the sun were taking 
their bath in beautiful Mobile Bay, on 
which Daphne lies, the cavalcade arrived 
on the main street of Daphne. 
As the boy was turned in jail, Hand and 
the steel workers went in with him. The 
sheriff began to suspect something and in- 
formed them that they must leave the jail. 
Mr. Hand told the sheriff that they wished 
to remain on the inside. 
“Weil,’’ said the sheriff, ‘if you will not 
go out I shall lock you in.”’ 
“That's just we most desire,’’ said Hand. 
No sooner had the sheriff passed out and 
locked the door than Hand said: ‘Now, 
boys, remove the prisoners into the back 
cells and cut the other cells down.”’ 
After the prisoners were safe the steel 
workers went to work on the front door, 
and, in a short time, it was cut out and 
placed in one of the wagons in the court- 
house yard. Every door and part of the 
cells were removed and placed in the 
wagons, and by night the odd caravan was 
ready to start on the road to Bay Minette. 
While this work was going on at the fail 
another crowd of workers was in the court 
house, despoiling it of every movable 
thing, from the Judge’s stand to cuspidors, 
and piling them upon the wagons. 
The sheriff in the meantime chartered a 
boat and went to Mobile to consult his at- 
torney, and when he returned with an in- 
junction the court house and jail were only 
shells. The cages were empty, for the pris- 
oners, too, had been loaded on the wagons. 
The wagons began to arrive in Bay Minette 
about 2 o'clock at night and continued to 
come in until noon. Court furniture, rec- 
ords and jail fixtures are piled up in and 
around the new court house and jail and 
Minette are happy. 
Yaphne are angry and re- 
fuse to be comfort Excitement still runs 
high, but it is now generally conceded that 
the October term of Baldwin County court 
will be held in Bay Minette and not at 
Daphne.

PARIS, Oct. 19.—Sarah Bernhardt is real- 
ly studying English, in preparation, it 1s 
said, for her appearance as Romeo, with 
Maude Adams as Juliet, in the United 
States, and for one familiar with the tongue 
it is almost as entertaning to attend one 
of the lessons she takes as it is to watch 
her on the stage. 

For when she speaks what she fondly 
fancie to be English the tragedienne who 
has made half the universe weep easily 
outrivals Weber and Fields and other sim- 
flar American comedians in the pictures- 
queness of her dialect. 

Her construction of sentences is French, 
even when she uses English words, and 
the results are irresistible. ' 

For example: “How are you going to- 
day?’ she Asked Loie Fuller as the Ameri- 
can dancer entered to pay her compliments 
upon returning from the United States. 

Lole Fuller has lived on this side a good 
deal. She was able at once to translate in 
her mind this bizarre greeting into the 
idiomatic: “How do you do?” and to an- 
swer accordingly. 

It is remarkable that Mme. Bernhardt’s 
teachers have not yet induced her to change 
certain glaringly foreign terms of speech. 
For instance, she still invariably says: 
“What is it that it is,”” or ‘‘Who is it that 
it is?’ translating the redundant French 
questions with absolute literalness when it 
would seem so much more simple for her to 
use the briefer form in English. 

Let us be thankful, however, that the 
actress does not give us the worst of these 
questions, ‘‘Qu-est-ce que c’est que cela?”’ 
which is in daily use among the daintiest 
Farisiennes. Translated word by word, it 
gives us: ‘‘What is it which it is that this 
is?’ and that would surely be beyond the 
limit. 

To appreciate how immensely funny the 
whole thing is, one must be allowed to sil 
in the room while madame is being put 
through her paces in Shakspearian parts 
by a woman teacher, a meek person whose 
bread and butter, you suspect, depends 
largely on the amount of encouragement 
and applause she bestows.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The centennial 
of the organization of the Supreme Coun- 
cil of the Southern Jurisdiction, U. S. A., 
Scottish Rite Masons, the most unique fra- 
ternal society in the word, will be celebrat- 
ed in this city next Wednesday. Thirty- 
third degree Masons of every state south of 
the Ohio and west of the Mississippi are 
vitally interested in the meeting. 

At that time Hon. James D. Richardson 
of Tennessee, minority leader in the na- 
tional House of Representatives, will be 
elected and installed for life as Sovereign 
Grand Commander of the Supreme Coun- 
cil for the jurisdiction, a position in which 
he will rank King Edward VII of England 
and President Diaz of Mexico. At the 
centennial there will be unveiled a $15,000 
Statue erected to the memory of Gen. Al- 
bert Pike, foremost Masonic student and 
writer of the last century. 

Upon the death of Thomas H. Caswell 
of San Francisco, a few months ago, Mr. 
Rjchardson, as Deputy Grand Commander, 
assumed the active duties of the exalted 
position t6é which he will be formally ele- 


life, fraught with grave responsibilities and 
attended by honors no foreign potentate 
dare seek. The Supreme Council of the 
Southern Jurisdiction is the mother body 
of the world and its highest officer has at- 
tained the greatest honor the Masonic fra- 
ternity has power to grant.

While the territory in the southern juris- 
diction embraces everyestate and territory 
in the South and West, still, with this tre- 
mendous population *® draw from, there 
are scarcely 400 Masons of the honorary 
thirty-ihird degree in the jurisdiction.

The committee on ritual has spent six years 
in the preparation of its report, the ritual 
of today being the same one modeled al- 
most in its entirety by Gen. Pike. 
Solemnities closely befitting the corona- 
tion of a monarch will be attendant on the 
installation tollowing the formal election of 
Mr. Richardson as sovereign grand master. 
Only the active members of the Supreme 
Council will participate in the ceremonies. 
The great, white council chamber in the 
Holy House of the Temple at the corner of 
Third and FE streets will be the scene of the 
installation. On the throne at the east end 
of the chamber the grand cémmander will 
take the oath of office, the other active 
members of the council bowing around him, 
James D. Richardson, who will thus be 
honored by his fellow Masons, is a promi- 
nent figure in national political circles. 
Since the forty-ninth Congress he has been 
sent to Washington by his constituents of 
the Fifth Tennessee district to represent 
them in the House of Representatives. His 
home is at Murfreesboro. He was born in 
Rutherford County, Tennessee, March 1), 
1848. He received a country school educa- 
tion and entered Franklin College near 
Nashville. At the age of 18 years he left 
college to join the Confederate army, serv- 
ing as a private the first year and the next 
three years as adjutant of the Forty-fifth 
Tennessee Infantry. He read law after the 
war, and began to practice at Murfreesboro. 
When only 28 years old he was elected 
speaker of the lower house in the Tennes- 
see legislature—the very first day of his ap- 
earance there as a law maker. He has 
held many high positions in Masonic cir-

MYSTERY TO THE. POLICE 


SHE ADVERTISED FOR A HUS-, 
BAND AND CAUGHT A MAN. 


After Buying Over $700 Worth of 
Presents He Fails to Get the 
Bride, Who Says a Kiss 
‘Some Weeks Ago Pays 
That Account. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—After advertising for 
a husband and receiving over $700 worth of 
presents from a farmer who answered the 
advertisement, Gertrude Kaus’ refuses to 
marry him. Neither will she return the 
gifts. She says a kiss she gave him several 
weeks ago is recompense enough for the 
presents : 

The prosain police, however, say that un- 
less the price of the kiss is returned they 
must hold her for prosecution, 

The man in the case is Herman Lieders of 
Linden, Neb. On Tuesday evening he went 
to the Central Detail Station and told the 
story of his romance. He is a well-to-do 
farmer and became acquainted with Miss 
Kaus through an advertisement she had in- 
serted in an Omaha paper. Several! letters 
were exchanged, and the farmer on Sept. 
24 came to Chicago to meet her. He was 


even better pleased with the young woman 
who met him at the depot than he had been 
witth her letters. He urged immedia‘e mar- 
riage. Miss Kaus demurred and insisted 
that time must be given her to stg at 
a trousseau, which would exhaust the little 
store of money she had accumulated. 


Advances Price 

of the Dress. 

Lieders immediately advanced the price 
of the wedding dress. After another hour 
of conversation he decided that the gift 
was too paltry, and a walk no eo} State 
street resulted in purchases of jewelry, 
which, he asserts, reduced his bank account 
by several hundred dollars. 3 
Pending tne completion of the trousseau 
he was instructed to return to his N-braska 
farm and prepare the place for the arrival 
of his bride, who only awaited the finishing 
touches to the wedding garments. As he 
was about to board the train for home he 
was permitted to take one farewell kiss. 
Last Tuesday Lieders arrived in Chicago 
and was again gréeted in the depot by his 
flancee, who, he says, after a short conver- 
sation, importuned him for otLer trinkets, 
which she declared essential to a well con- 
ducted wedding in Chicago. Fifty dollars 
more was expended, and yesterday was the 
date fixed for the ceremony. 

Conversations. with cynical Chicagoans 
to whom he related his romance caused 
doubt to assail the mind of the farmer, and 
later he hastened to the police to ask their 
aid. Yestusday morning he stood in the 
lobby of the Morrison Hotel, the place se- 
lected for the meeting with Miss Kaur 
while a few feet away detectives assigned 
by Capt. Gibbons awaited developments. 
<romptty at the time fixed his fiancee ap- 
peared, and Lieders announced that he was 
ready to walk to the office of. Justice Mar- 
tin, where they could be married, 

Miss Kaus hesitated and whispered that 
a little more jewelry would be needed to 
ornament the plain gown worn by her. 
Lieders said it would be purchased after 
the. ceremony, but she refused to visit 
the justice’s office. The demand of the 
farmer for the return of his presents 
caused his companion to turn scornfully 
away. Here the detectives intervened and 
the woman was placed under arrest. 

Still Lieders said that if she would be- 
come his wife he would ask for her re- 
lease. A rtial consent was given and 
the party had arrived at the entrance of 
the private court before she emphatically 
asserted that she would not marry Lied- 
ers. She was teken .to the central detail 
station, where she told conflicting stories.

Her Mind. 


Miss Kaus declared that although she had 
been willing to "marry Lieders yesterday 
morning the arrest had caused her to 
change her mind. 

“This is a free country,’’ , 
“and he can’t force me to marry him. What 
if he did give me presents? Didn't he kiss 
me as he was going home last month? I’ve 
only been in America four years, but I 
know the rights of American women, and 
that kiss offsets all the presents I received. 
‘‘He insisted that I take all the things he 
gave me, though, I didn’t need much urg- 
ing. Now that I’ve got them I intend to 
keep them. If I had known that he com- 
plained to the police he would never have 
seen me again.”’ 

The prisoner is a small and rather pretty 
woman, apparently 25 years of age, and has 
proved a puzzle to the. police. The ad- 
dresses given by her have proved fictitious, 
The police believe she is a resident of Lin- 
wood, lil., to which place the first letters 
of Lieders were mailed. 

Lieders is still in doubt as to the state of 
his affections. Despite thé assertions of the 
police he still put credence in the story of 
the girl. 

“She is the nicest woman .I ever met,"’ he 
declared, “and if she is not trying to fool 
me I am ready to marry her. Sure, I kissed 
her, but $800 is too much for just one kiss. 
I asked her to marry me this morning, but 
she wouldn't, and now I don’t know just 
what to do. Perhaps she may change her} 
mind and then we will leave Chicayo and 
everything will be all right.” 
Miss Kaus persists that she 
change her mind.

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NAVAJOS WANT ALLOTMENT 


Two. Chiefs on Way to Washington to 
Seek Enforcement of the Dawes 
Act for Partition. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—Two Navajo chiefs 
fromm the painted desert of Arizona arrived 
in Chicago yesterday over the Santa Fe 
on their way to Washington, where they 
are going to ask the government to par- 
tition their reservation and assign every 
Navajo his allotted portion of land. 

The names of the chiefs, who were ap- 
pointed for the mission after a solemn con- 
clave of the tribe held on the banks of the 
Tate] ‘Colorado, are Chief Tutcheeneteal 
and Chief Danayazzie. They are accom- 
panied by W. R. Johnson, independent mis- 

nary among the Navajos, in whom they 

Vé great confiderice. Chief Tutcheene- 


teal is a magnificent specimen of the Indian 
Standing nearly seven feet and pos- 


Mr. Johnson said: 

“The Navajos have the matter of their 
land greatly at heart, and these envoys are 
commissiodned to make a strong appeal to 
the government for help. The Navajos 
realize that* they. are getting poorer and 
paprer every year, and that unless some- 
hing is done for them by the government 
very soon they will be numbered among 
the annuity Indians. The Navajos are a 

roud people, and they are asking for what 
they are legally entitled to. The Dawes 
act is upon the statute books, but the gov- 
srmment has never made any effort to carry 
out its provisions, The Navajos now want 
the department to send an allotment agent 
to the reservation to carry out the provi- 
sions of he law which entitles every Nava- 
jo to 80 acres of land. 

“It Is also the desire of the wevare na- 
tion to have the government allot additional 
lanés. If all the grazing land in the Nava- 
jo reservation should be allotted not more 
than two-thirds of the Navajos would be 
taken care of.”’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Negotiations 
looking to the sale of the Panama canal 
to the United States government are tem- 
porarily suspended. There was no confer- 
ence today between M. Hutin, president of 
the company, and members of the Nicara- 
gua commission. M. Hutin has cabled to 
the board of directors in Paris the result 
of his three meetings with Chairman Walk- 
er and Commissioner Pasco, and will await 
instructions before taking the next step. 

Some time during the coming week M. 
Hutin will submit a definite proposition ‘to 
sell the canal property for a specific sum. 
After M. Hutin’s offer of sale has been re- 
ceived the commission will actively take up 
the work of considering its merits. Public 
men interested in the canal will be con- 


sulted. 

Senators Morgan, Mitchell and Harris, all 
members of the committee on interoceanic 
be of mate- 
rial assistance to the commission. Senators 
Morgan and Harris are both unalterably 
opposed to the Panama route and will con- 
sider nothing but the Nicaraguan survey. 

Nothing will be done through diplomatic 
until after the Nicaragua com- 
mission submits its report. M. Boeufve, 
chancellor of the French embassy, is pre- 
paring to represent France if the United 
States desires to acquire the Panama 
route. Minister Silva and Secretary Heran 
of the Colombian legation have full au- 
thority to act for thelr government if the 
Sale can be arran : 

These negotiationg can all be conducted 
while the Senate is engaged in ratifying 
the substitute Hay-Pauncefote treaty. The 

reponderance of sentiment is that the 

anama route will be rejected by the 
commission and Congress. 

Then the only remaining recourse of the 
Panama owners will be to sell their prop- 
erty to a private syndicate or organize an 
opposition to the icaragua route. This 
would be done by combining with the 
trans-continental railroads. This opposition 
would follow a policy of obstruction and 
delay rather than direct antagonism. 


CHEFIK BEY 13 DILATORY 


Turkish Minister in. Country Seven 
Months atid Not Yet Called on 
President. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The State De 
partment officials express much surprise at 
the delay of Chefik Bey, the Turkish Min- 
ister, in presenting his credentials to the 


President. 

It is the first time on record that a min- 
iser accredited to.this government has Spent 
seven months. after his*appointment, and 
four months residence in Washington, with- 
out paying his respects to the President ot 
the United States. 

The minister attributes the delay to Ori- 
ental courtesy. He arrived here July 5, 
the day President McKinley left for Can- 
ton. After President McKinley's death the 
minister wired the sublime porte to know 
if he should present the same credentials 
to President Roosevelt. These letters were 
full of complimentary allusions to Presi- 
dent McKinley’s  polic in regard to 
Trukey. Their presentation to his success- 
or was manifestly absurd. 

Chefik Bey intimated to the foreign office 
that he would like to have new papers, but 
their delay in arriving is causing some un- 
easiness at the Turkish legation. In the 
meantime two ministers who were Aap- 
pointed months after Chefik Bey have been 
presented to the President and will thus 
precede the Turkish envoy in the displo- 
matic list.

That 
is all the satisfaction I ever received for 
the valuable gems left with Mr. Cleve- 
land; as for the bonds and stocks and 
money, we have asked in vain for an 
accounting.

DES MOINES, Io., Oct. 19.—Where a deal- 
er sells gasoline without marking the pack- 
age, cask, barrel or vessel “‘gasoline,’’ he 
is responsible for any acident that may 
result from any one not Knowing what it 
contains.

She 
used it in starting a fire and when she 
lighted it an explosion followed which se- 
verely injured her.

Ever Attend as Such’a Coronation, 
the Duke of Norfolk Gives 
Orders Telling Them What 
They Must Wear.

LONDON, Oct. 19.—Certain aspiring peer- 
esses have had the most extravagant plans 
for self-adornment at the coronation of 
King Edward. One who has inside informa- 

tion says 
“The coronets especially wére to be 
dreams of magnificence, rivaling the im- 


perial crown itself in the display of dia- 
monds, rubies, emeralds, sapphires, pearls 
and the rest.’’ 

It undoubtedly was to head these ambi- 
tious dames off, to prevent them eclipsing 
in magnificence royalty itself, that led the 
earl marshal, the Duke of Norfolk, to issue, 
nine months in advance, his proclamations 
of instruction regarding costumes and re- 
quests for summonses or’ invitations. 

He had a good excuse for doing so. It is 
63 years since the late sovereign was 
crowned, and no peer or peeress who, as a 
peer or peeress, ever attended a coronation 
will attend the coronation of King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra. 

There are, indeed, a few personages, 
among them ‘the Duke of Cambridge, who 
were present at the coronation of Queen 
Victoria and are still living, but they were 
not present as peers or perresses, and, 
therefore, have no personal experience of 
the manner4n which peers and peereses ob- 
tained their summons and should be coro- 
neted and robed when responding to them, 

These proclamations were not issued in 
connection with the coronation, in June, 
1838, of Queen Victoria, until the precedirg | 
month of April.

LOAN SHARKS 


LOST CASE: 


Illinois Court Decides That a Man Can- |. 


not Assign Salary He Has 
Not Earned. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—Loan sharks who 
have been preying upon city hall employes 
received a body blow yesterday in a de- 
cision rendered by Judge Baker holding 


that the assignment of salaries is contrary 
to public policy. and accordingly void. 

The suit was to decide the owne rship of | 
$16,000 which the loan sharks claimed on /| 
asmign ments of salaries by city employes. 
City Treasurer Gunther had refused to pay 
the demands and had turned over the mon- 
ey to the court. According to the decision | 
the loan sharks will get nothing and the 
money will be turned over to the employes 
whose pay was tied up. 

The decision was based upon the two le- 
gal propositions that a man has no right 
to assign his salary in adv ance, since he is 
thus selling that which he does not pos- 
sess, and that the assignment of his salary 
by a city employe is against public policy, 
since the manner of its collection neces- 
sarily interferes with the public adminis- 
tration. 

There was rejoicing throughout the city 
hall when the burden of Judge Baker's de- 
cision was made known.

DUMONT WINS FAME 
WITH STEERABLE BALLOON 
BUT LOSES $20,000.

PARIS; Oct. 19.4M. Santos Dumont, the 
never daunted young Brazilian aeronaut, 
Sailed his dirship from St. Cloud to the 
Kiffel Tower, around it and back again to- 
day, thereby -winning the Deutch prize of 
100,000 francs—$20,000. 

The success of th® inventor, who has been 
compelled to battle with the criticisms of 
factional enemies within the ranks of the 
gentlemen aeronauts, and who has persisted 
in spite of the jeers of jealous rivals and 
many doubting Thomases, was greeted by 
the public of Paris with unbounded enthu- 


siasm. 


Notwithstanding the result of his plucky 
endeavors the committee of the Aero Club, 
funder whose rules all trials are made, has 
raised a technicality that may rob M. San- 
tos Dumont of the material benefits repre- 


sented by the prize.

Roosevelt is not disturbed by the se- 
vere criticisms of the southern press 
upon the notoriety of his entertainment 
of Booker Taliaferro Washington. the 
negro educator, at a private dinner at 
the White House.’ President Roosevelt 
has his personal views upon all such 
matters and does not permit sentiment 
to sway him. 

He regards it as his right and privi- 
lege to entertain Mr. Washington at 
dinner and does not hesitate a moment 
to extend the invitation because of the 
unfriendly criticisms that might follow. 
He considers the protests made in the 
South a tempest in a teapot, and would 
not hesitate to ask any other negro he 
thought worthy to dine with him. 

Other prominent negroes have been 
cordially received at the White House 
and have had many courtesies extended, 
but Mr. Roosevelt was the first to ask| 
a negro to take a seat at his table. 

Mr. McKinley frequently received 
Booker T. Washington, and always wel- 
comed him to the White House, but 
never asked him to dine with him. 

President Roosevelt acted in this 
matter just as he has in other things. 
He comes and goes from the White 
House afoot and alone. If he has an er- 
rand downtown he gots as if he were 
a private citizen. 

He goes to the dentist’s shop instead 
of calling a dentist to the White House. 

He goes to church it the most dem- 
ocratic style. 

He treads through parks that he may 
take the shortest routes to and from 
the White House.

WASHINGTON HOPED 
TO AVOID PUBLICITY 
OF THE INCIDENT.

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—Booker T. Wash- 
ington, the negro orator and president of 
the Tuskegee Institute, who was entertained 
by President Roosevelt at the White House, 
registered today at the Grand Union Hotel. 

Because of the criticism of the press of 
the South, which censured President Roose- 
velt for entertaining a negrag as his guest, 
Washington was perturbed when he arrived 
in New York. Many persons asked him to 
discuss the entertainment given him by the 
President, but of the dinner he persistently 
refused to talk. 

“T have been quoted,”’ he said, “as having 
made a defense of the President. It is 
untrue from beginning to end. I have re- 
frained frem talking. I have given out no 
interview on this question, and will give out 
none. I am not in the position to talk and 
will not talk. 

“The President did entertain me, and I 
am his friend. I have ao word to say 
against those who criticise him, nor have { 
any criticism to make of those who criti- 
cize him. 

“Any interview from me that reflects on 
anyone, or that praises anyone, is manufac- 
tured. I am not inva position to speak at 
this time and will not speak.”’ 

A dispatch from Washington to the Even- 
ing Post today says that Washington did 
not seek the invitation to the White House, 
but after receiving the invitation went out 
of his way to try,to prevent any publica- 
tion of the fact even that he was to be in 
Washington. 

The same dispatch says that when a par- 
ty of New York and eastern men and wom. 
en, with a sprinkle of southerners, were 
visiting Tuskegee Institute, Washington 
was the only person who could entertain 
them at dinner. They found the board well 
supplied and daintily spread, but no per- 
suasion on the part of the guests without 
race prejudices could induce Washington or 
any member of his household to sit at the 
same table with the party.

The following description of the Fine Arts Building and the “main picture” of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
as now contemplated is furnished by the Exposition corporation: 

The “main picture” of the Exposition (the great spectacle to be made by the big exhibit buildings, by water and 
by sculptures) is to be located entirely within Forest Park. 

‘This part of the park is hilly. It contains a tract of about 400 acres, which formerly supplied space for golf links 
and the Gentlemen’s Driving Club track. From this levelsthe ground rises on a slope of about 60 degrees to an average 
height of 60 feet. The main exhibit buildings, the big towers, the lagoons, baisins, canals and statuary groups, occupy 
the lower level. me 

The Art Gallery and its by-buildings (the architectural chef d’oeuvre of the Exposition, designed by Cass Gilbert), 
the United States government building, designed by J]. Knox Taylor, are to be built on the elevated tract. 

In the treatment of the intervening slope the commission df architects had scope for originality. The difference 
‘of elevation constituted the chief problem with which they had to contend. They solved it as shown in the ground 
‘plan. Hanging gatdens and a series of magnificent cascades fill in this portion of the picture. 

_ The main picture of the Exposition is roughly in the shape of a gigantic fan, the ribs of which are the avenues 
of the Exposition. 

At the apex of this radiant composition stands the Art Building on an eminence. 

The first section of the building which comes into view from the entrance is crescent shaped—the illustration 
shows the front elevation, not the perspective. It sweeps on either side from a dome 240 feet high. The cornice is 65 
feet high. The distance in a straight line from point to point of the crescent is 1400 feet. 

The building to the rear, which is fireproof, but not so ornate, is 300x900 feet. In this building only works of art 
which have not been duplicated will be exhibited. 

’ Three great cascades that issue from the sides of three hills in the form of a crescent are to course down the hill- 
sides and to empty 24,000,000 gallons of water daily into a grand basin in front of the art building. 

The water effects of the picture, radiating from these three great cascades, offer a mile of continuous water cir- 
cuit. From the roughly semi-circular basin into which the cascades plunge two streams in imitation of a natural river 
branch to right and left. As they traverse the avenues, their banks assume a regular geometrical outline to their de- 
bouchure into the grand basin at its lower end. 

The beautifully wooded areas on the highest levels of the park are to be occupied by the state and foreign build-

ings. . 
. The main entrance to the Expositioy is to be on the side toward the city where the Exposition site abuts the fin- 
ished portion of Forest Park. A monumental entrance of magnificent proportions and design, the work of Isaac Tay- 
lor, will be located here. The two exhibit buildings immediately within this great portal will be crowned by towers 
400 feet high, which will form a part of the picture of the monumental entrance. Lindell boulevard will lead directly to 
the monumental portal. 

The main Exposition picture covers over two-thirds of a square mile. The avenue in which lies the Grand Basin 
is 600 feet wide. The other avenues are 800 feet wide. From the main entrance to the apex of the radiant picture the 
distance, is over three-fourths of a mile. 

The buildings are on the same heroic scale. Those in the main picture re to be:

The Agricultural Building, the largest structure in America, 700x2000 feet, to be designed by Mr. Taylor, will not 
ve included in the main picture. 

Another problem solved by the architects was in the composition of the Art Building. This is to be a fireproof 
permanent structure, and for that reason cannot be as ornate as the show buildings of staff which form the rest of the 
main picture. 

To eliminate a discordant note which might enter in the juxtaposition of a subdued building with the more ornate 
exhibit buildings, the summit of the hill whence the cascade torrents gush will be crowned by a magnificent colonnade 
or peristyle, which will close the main picture and exclude from the grand view the more subdued main art galleries.

MORE SOLDIERS FOR MANILA. 


No Prospect of a Material Reduction of 
the Philippine Force. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Orders havé 
been sent. to New York to have the trans- 


port Crook in readiness to sail for Ma- 
nila bay by December 1. One battalion of 
regulars and several hundred recruits are 
to be taken by that vessel to Manila. Plans 
are under consideration for transporting a 
regiment of infantry on the Grant from 
San Francisco and if Secretary Root, upon 
his return Wednesday approves, the order 
for their going will be issued. 

The authorities see no prospect of a 
material rpeduction in the gay army 
for some time to come. Gen. affee has 
advised against any withdrawal of troops 
until conditions are greatly improved. The 
recent outbreaks in Samar have suggestea 
strongly the danger of reducing the forces. 
Only the influence of the presence of the 
troops in certain sections of the archi- 
pelago prevent uprisings. 

The troops to be sent are ostensibly for 
the purpose of replacing the time expired 
men as the terms of 20,000 enlisted men will 
expire between now and June l. Their 
places must be supplied and at the same 
time the army department must be main- 


tained at its present strength.

Back in those presidential apart- 
ments life is as domestic as in any 
cottage in the land.

Whose Bloody 


He Succeeds the Most Cruel of Modern Rulers, ‘i 


Deeds Terrible 


Tales Are Told. 


ABIBULLAH, his. eldest son, has 
been crowned Emir of Afghanistan 
beside the tomb of his father, and

has been proclaimed in every province of 
the empiré the successor of the late Abdur 
Rahman, most remarkable and most cruel 
of modern’ rulers. 


The new Emir is called ‘‘The Stammerer.” 


The world waits anxiously to see if he is 
to be 
throne,which was a power in the East be- 
cause its occupant was a powerful man, 


equal to the responsibilities of the 


Of the dead Emir, Kipling has said: 

“His word is red law; by the gust of his 
passion falls thie leaf of a man's life, and 
his favor is terrible.” 

He. was the greatest war lord of his 
time. He ruled over one of the. smallest 
and the most inaccessible kingdoms on the 
globe. Yet for two and a half decades 
he held the balance of power between two 
of the mightiest of nations. 

During the life of the masterful Abdur 
Rahman, neither England or Russia ad- 
vanced a step. He aceepted gifts from the 
one and smiled at the fawning of the other 
‘the stam- 
merer;,’ sits on the throne at Cabul,: the 
lion and the bear may spring at each oth- 
ers’ throats. 

For: Russia's policy is forever across Asia 
towaril India. ° Slowly, almost impercepti- 
bly. the empire which is half Asiatic in 
territory and half Hastern in sentiment has 
advanced her borders toward British In- 
dia. At one polit between England and 
the Russi: in possessions lies little Afghan- 
istan, precipitous and mountain locked. By 
@ nod any time within the lat 25 vears the 
Emir might have beckoned Russia to Ing- 


: land's border. 


But the Emir did not choose to nod. He 
allied vhimself with England and acepted 
an English pension of $800,000 a year. He 
had been virtually an English vassal, but 
on occasions one of the most insubordinate 
Vaseais that Britain ever dealt with. 

Last year there were rumors of Russian 
fMesignus on Herat. The Emir demanded 
that Mngland check the proposed aggres- 
sion. England had her hands rather full in 
Sout , Africa and dallied with the Emir.

England protested mildly, but the Emir 
made it plain that he intended to set up 
Krupp guns in Cabul if he had to fight to 
do it: He started a modern factory also, 
employing 3500 workmen and turning out 
annually 20,000 cartridges, twelve Maxim 
guns and other munitions of war. 

He employed Sir Walter Pyne, an En- 
glishman, to take charge of the factory. 

“Pyne, how do you make those guns?" 
he asked one day. 

‘It's quite easy," said Pyne; you 
make a hole first and then wrap some iron 
around it.’’ 

“Ah!” replied the Emir gravely, ‘‘there 
is plenty of fresh air for the hole in my 
country, but none of my subjects know how 
to wrap the iron around it.’’ 

Abdur Rahman preached the gospel of 
work, 

Once a beggar asked alms of him. 

“Did you ever work?’ the Emir asked, 

‘Never. I am a beggar.’’ 

“Very -well, we can get along without 
you,’ said the Emir. And he ordered the 
man hanged, 

Abdur Rahman Khan fought his way 
all victories, and he trusted nobody. At- 
tempts were made to assassinate him on 
several occasions, and his reign was dis- 
turbed by attacks without and within the 
kingdom. 

In his earlier life the Emir, as an exile, 
krew what it was to lack for food and to 
work as a common coolie. 

“I also was once starved,’ he used to 
say in telling a favorite story, ‘“‘and I tight- 
ened my belt on the sharp stomach pinch.

They claim that the ambition of the par- 
ents frequently makes physical and mental 
wrecks of children who would be strong 
and healthy, with bright minds, if given a 
chance to grow naturally.

| ITTLE children should live out in the 


& 


country, they: should live like little 

colts, they require fresh air, sleep 
and good wholesome food. With this they 
get strong bodies, then at the age of nine 
years the average child is prepared phys- 
ically to take up school work. 

Our greatest men were all sons of farmers 
and lived in the country until they were 
21 years old, most of them doing hard 
manual labor. When they did take up their 
studies they had good health, strong bodies 
and clear brains and were able to accom- 
plish what they undertook; they had the 
power and vigor to move things. 

The child is ambitious and the parents 
are ambitious. So the child is put in school 
when still a baby. Its brain is filled with 
this and that, until it has a massive brain 
and a frail, puny little body to carry 
this wonderful brain. All the physical 
vitality is absorbed by this wonder- 
ful brain. With what result? A com- 
plete collapse. The body is undevel- 
oped, the wonderful brain has become 
weak from over exertion, and the child is 
a wreck, physically and mentally, perhaps 
for ever. 

Not long ago I went to a concert. A lady 
stumbled across the stage, to the piano. 
Her walk showed that she was not well. 
And as I observed her face through the 
opera-glasses, it Was marked with lines of 
care, worry and ill health. She was a 
skilled musician, she charmed her hearers, 
but she wrecked her body. She can never 
gain the physical beauty sacrificed to her 
accomplishment. 

Children require rest, which they cannot 
get if they are put in school.- They have to 
get up at 7-o’clock, eat a hurried breakfast 
so as not te be late for school; this excites 
thom and makes them nervous, Then they 
are rushed off to school through bad, cold 
weather. The exposure is too severe. for 
them. They should be in bed at that hour. 
A child needs nine or ten hours of sleep. 
Because a child fails to go to bed early at 
times, it should not be punished the next 
morning by being awakened at the usuel 
time. Children should be like kittens and 
puppies; they should have plenty of sleep 
and play. 

If a child wants to sleep ten hours a day, 
or more, its nature requires it and it should 
have it. 

It is far more important that the child's 
body should be developed than its brain. 
Suppose it don’t know how to read until it 
is 9 or 10. It is so much better off. If parents 
would only take as much pains to develop 
the body as they do the brain of their 
children, doctors and druggists would have 
to seek new professions. 

Too much coddling is to be condemned, It 
spoils the child's disposition. 

All families should have more than one 
child. No child should be raised alone. 
They should be allowed to play with other 
children. It trains them in social life. It 
takes away all self-consciousness and tim- 
idity. They become accustomed to deal 
with others. They learn to consider the 
rights of others. There is less likelihood of 
selfishness. Their mingling with other chil- 
dren fits them when they become men and 
women to take their place in the world and 
meet other men and women. Take the man 
or woman who was not allowed to play 
with other children, they are self-conscious

ROOSEVELT’S DAILY LIFE AS 
PRESIDENT. 
RESIDENT ROOSEVELT is in his of- 
Pp fice soon after 9 o'clock every morn- 
ing—never later than 9:50. He occu- 
pies the same room for his private office 
that Mr. McKinley did. This room is on 
the second floor, immediately off the living 
apaartments, and overlooks the grounds in 
rear of the White House. 

The President's private office is a large 
room—about 14x16 feet, with very high cell. 
ing. The color effect of the wall and cetling 
decorations is white. Large leather chairs 
and a leather settee comprise the furniture. 
The carpet ts dull red in color. A few piec- 
tures ornament the walls. In most respects 
it has an office-like appearance. The Pres- 
ident’s desk is a large flat-top, made of ma- 
hogany.

Don’t send them to school while they are 
still babies in order to make great scholars 
of them.

If parents were less ambitious for the ed- 
ucation of the child and devoted more time 
and attention to the physical development, 
we would have a stronger and a more 
brilliant class of people. 

[ have had thirty years experience, but 
years do not count; some are wise with 
little experience, some are ignorant with 
much. But there is one thing certain, that 
if children are allowed to grow naturally, 
there will not be as many mistakes as 
there would be if we interfered and tried 
to force.them to our ideas. 

I do not approve of home study. The 
child can do all the study its brain can 
retain in the school room. More than this, 
it overtaxes the strength and they are not 
ready for the school room work. They 
get help at home in their studies which

HE education of a child should begin 

200 years before its birth. In other 

\ words, educate the mothers and 
fathers, especially the mothers, and the ed- 


-ucation of the child will be comparatively 


easy, It used to be thought, and is yet 
by a great many people, that women in- 
tuitively knew how to raise children; but 
this is a serious mistake. Few women 
have given this subject the proper study, 
if they have studied it all. : 


Excessive coddling is not good for a child, 
especially a baby; it should be allowed to 
remain as quietly as possible, and get 
plenty of sieep. By coddling, I do not 
mean natural mother love. Children need 
all the mother love that can be given 
them; tempered with good judgment. 
Mothers are inclined to allow their sym- 
pathy to indulge a child, when reason teils 
them they should be firm. They are in- 
clined to be over-indulgent, thinking to be 
kind, but they do the children a great in- 
jury. 


Under no conditions should sweets be 
given to children; or grown people. Bweets 
do the stomach no good; .they only serve 
to tickle it and cause an unnatural appe- 
tite, which will eventually cause sickness. 
The stomach’'s action is interfered with and 
it is unable to do its work necessary to a 
good, healthful body. Ninety-nine of every 
hundred cases of children’s sickness ar¢ 
caused from improper diet. 


Children need plenty of good, wholesome 
food, plenty of sleep, fresh air and outdoor 
exercise; and if there is any vitality in 
them it will come out. If given this they 
will grow naturally and have _ strong, 
healthy bodies. - 

No child should be pushed forward; it 
excites its brain and wrecks the nervous 
system; let the child get its natural 
growth without cramming its brain. 

Discipline should come at the birth, it Is 
an important part of life’s education which 
should begin in the home. The discipline 
should be firm but not harsh. I belfeve in 
good judgment, mingled with plenty of 
mother-love and father-love, good comrade- 
ship. If this is given harshness is un- 
necessary. The whip should never be used. 
What right has a big, strong man or wom- 
an to beat a helpless child? The parents 
are the cause of the child's offense by not 
being firm. They have allowed their feel- 
ings to decide that which their judgment 
should have, then, thinking to correct the 
evil, they bruise the flesh. Whipping may 
subdue for the time being, but it only 
makes the child resentful and rebellious. 

Some grandmothers are very weak and 
indulge a child too much. Yet some grand. 
mothers are lovely creatures and children 
are very fortunate to possess them. Chil- 
dren should not be fendled and trotted; 
the cleaner and quieter a baby is kept the 
better off it 

No child should be sent to school until 
its ninth year. Kight years should be 
given to developing a good physical condi 
tion. The long hours of confinement are 
too taxing on a younger child, or on a del- 
icate child. The brain develops more rap- 
idiy than the body, and if the child has 
not a strong body it cannot stand the 
strain.

It is within a great vault, however, that 
the President's body lies. And as the we!ll- 
known carriage draws near the four sl- 
lent, rigid guards at the door separate and 
fall back. 

“It's Mrs. McKinley,’’, somebody whiz- 
peres, and groups of visitors to the mar- 
tyr’s tomb draw reverently away. Bear- 
ing always her fresh wreath of flowers for 
her hero, a black-veiled, black-gowned 
woman, supported firmly on each side by 
her two companions, walks the few steps 
necessary to reach the vault. Once inside, 
they are left alone together—the lovers 
of a lifetime. This is a mourning upon 
which nothing may intrude. 

Noon is the dinner hour in Canton, and 
the McKinleys are loved, among other 
things, for never having made an inno- 
vation in matters of daily custom that 
might seem to suggest ostentation or pa- 
rade of opportunity. 

After dinner it usually happens that one 
of Mrs. McKinley's friends or neighbors 
“runs in’’ to see how she is getting on. 
Every effort is made to distract her, to get 
her to talk of common, everyday things. 
Sometimes she is willing to join in the 
chat in a listless way. More often she 
sits silent, as if dazed with the tumult of 
her inner experience. 

Later in the afternoon she takes her 
second drive, this time into the country, 
where there is hardly a stretch of road 
that does not recall some drive she has 
taken with the President.

Whom has Mrs. McKinley to turn to, 
now that her bulwark is swepvt away? 

Foremost, there is her sister. Mrs. Bar- 
ber. a charming woman, with a strong, 
sensible face. who is noted for her effi- 
ciencv, and has alwavs been much loved 
in Canton. Mrs. Barber now has the su- 
perintendence of her sister’s household, 
while her daughters. girls to whom Mrs. 
McKinley is tenderlv devoted, and whom 
she will no doubt lean heavily upon in 
the future. have charge of the old Saxton 
homestead, where the McKinleys once 
lived, now the home of the Barbers. 

The only other one of Mrs. McKinley's 
own family now living in Canton is hér 
uncle. Josenh Saxton, whom all Canton 
knows as “Uncle Joe,”’ a genial old gentle- 
man of 72, who, with his daughter, 
Helen. lives not more than a quarter of 
a mile away. 

Among Mrs. McKinley’s nearest neigh- 
bors are Judge and Mrs. William R. Day. 
Judge Day was, of course, one of the 
President’s best friends, and his wife is 
now a great comfort to the President’s 
widow. 

But if she has few at hand of her own 
blood, Canton abounds in people whom 
she could call unon if she chose for the 
most -exacting proofs of friendship. The 
love of the townspeople for the McKin- 
levs amounts to adoration. Not one of 
them can speak of the President without 
teurs. For Mrs. McKinley they would per- 
form anv sacrifice. 

It is these faithful friends of hers who 
are jealously willing that the outside world 
shouki think of her merely as an invalid. 
Ill she has been for 28 years and more, ever 
since the death of her baby daughter Ida, 
which was shortly followed by that of 34%- 
year-old Katie, but the amount of her suf- 
fering has been greatly reduced by the care 
of her husband and others, and much of 
the time she has been able to walk without 
a cane and sometimes, as everybody knows, 
to accompany Mr. McKinley on his trips.

Nor has suffering ever dulled her men- 
tal perceptions. From ordinary social in- 
terests, indeed, she has been debarred, but 
her knowledge of politics is amazing and 
her sound judgment and shrewd business 
sense are not all what would be expected 
of an invalid, or, it must be admitted, of 
the average woman. 

Moreover, she. has a strong natural tal- 
ent for organization and direction, and a 
genius for detail which have made the 
surrender of even a portion of her house- 
hold cares'a matter of great regret to 
her. 

It is in connection with this pathetically 
prolonged invalidism that her friends tell 
a touching story. 

Two or three years ago some faith- 
curists got an audience with Mrs. McKin- 
ley and informed her that there was no 
reason why she should be ill and that they 
proposed to make her well, 

The invalid’s eyes blazed an indignation 
which was dimly visible in her courteous 
speech. 

“I will tell you something,” she said. 
“Every night for 25 years Maj. McKinley 
has knelt by my bedside and prayed that 
I might get well. * * * Do you suppose 
there is anyone living whose prayers God 
would hearken to if my husband’s remained 
unanswered?”’ 

For that matter, anecdotes on this almost

Not only was “the Major” absolutely at 
his wife’s service when within reach, but it 
was his greatest pleasure to send her mes- 
sages when away. Often he would write 
her twice a day. And when he was away 
on a long tour these letters would accumu- 
late so rapidly that the most recent ones 
this most devoted of wives would keep in a 
little brown leather bag which never left 
her sight. 

“My precious treasures,”’ she would ex- 
plain, gayly, to any friend who found her 
with them in her lap. When the little bag 
got full its contents were laid away in a 
chest and the bag left open for the new 
ones. But she never forgot it during the 
daytime. At night it lay always under her 
pillow.

Not manv months ago Mrs. McKinley 
asked in the playfully affectionate way 
that is said to be characteristic of | her, 
when a close friend of theirs found the 
two sitting together, “‘Do you think I care 
too much for him. this precious man? O, 
I’m sure he doesn't think so!” 

To which the President replied, with a 
gravity that distinguished his assertion 
from mere compliment: 

“My dear, you know that your love is 
worth more to fife than the whole world 
would be without it.” 

It would be surprising if so flawless a 
love story as this should not inspire poetry 
in its honor. And as a matter of fact, a 
poem called ‘“‘A McKinley Romance,” re- 
lating to Maj. McKinley’s wooing of Miss 
Saxton, was written last spring by Mrs. 
Alice Danner Jones, one of the leading 
women of Canton, and an old family friend 
of the McKinleys. ae tas : 


Encouraged by the many flattering com- 
ments it received, Mrs. James permitted 
her poem to be published. She was al- 
ready well known as a writer, and the 
subject was one to appeal to every one 
of the McKinleys’ countless friends. So 
there was naturally a great demand for the 
littla volume which, in honor of one of 
“Mrs. McKinley’s well known preferences, 
was bound in blue, and in equal deference 
to the President, on its cover bore a pic- 
tured carnation, his favorite flower. It 
also contained a number of excellent and 
unfamiliar photographs of Mrs. McKinley, 
one of which is reproduced here with Mrs. 
Jones’s kind permission. 

Before she consented that it appear in 
book form, Mrs. Jones read her poem to 
the President and his wife. It met with 
their delighted approval. 


The poem begins with young McKinley's 
arrival in Canton as a struggling attorney. 
One verse describes the simplicity of his 
equipment. 


“You can’t make it too poor, Alliie,’’ 
said the President, as the author read it. 

Then follow the familiar: facts that Ida 
Saxton’s father was a wealthy banker, 
that she herself was a beauty and the 
favorite ef the town, with a long line of 
admirers.

One night Horace Greeley came to lec- 
ture in Canton. Major McKinley was in- 
vited to introduce the speaker.

The lawyer's part was so well performed 
that even Mr. Greeley himself joined in 
the general applause. Miss Saxton could 
not repress her admiration of the hand- 
some young man.

The young lawyer was already 
a steadfast member of the Methodist 
Church in Canton and the superintendent of 
its Sunday school. Miss Saxton was like- 
wise prominent in the Presbyterian Sunday 
school and teacher of.a ‘!arge class there. 
The two met every Sundav as they went 
to their different churches. But always 
they had to part at the corner. 

One Sunday William McKinley felt that 
patience had ceased to be a virtue. 

‘‘We need not always separate like this, 
need we, Ida?’’ he asked. “Are you will- 
ing that we should walk the same way in 
future?’ 

And there is no record that Miss Saxton 
offered the slightest objection. 

Their friends like to emphasize the world- 
lv conditions of the two at this time. as 
an illustration that Mrs. McKinley lived up 
in her own case to the conviction she has 
always proclaimed—that marriage should 
be based on love. rather than on worldly 
advantage. 

Mr. McKinley had not much besides 
‘“nrospects’’ ‘and a good deal of courage. 
Miss Saxton had everything that a girl of 
that time could have. She had received an 
excellent education, three years of which 
had been spent at Brooke Hall, tn Media, 
Pennsylvania. 

She had the unusual practical training 
of having served for a time as cashier in 
her father’s bank. 

She had all the admiration that vouth, 
beauty and a pronounced and charming 
individuality are sure to attract. And she 
had recently returned from a topr of Eu- 
rope. It is told, by the way, of this Et- 
ropean trip, that Ida Saxton was the mas- 
cot of the party.

Compelling Charm. 


“It’s always been so,”’ said a friend who 
remembers Mrs. McKinley at that period. 
“Ida Saxton no sooner got in a carriage 
or entered a room than place was made 
for her and the whole party treated with 
greater civility on her account. It has been 
the same ever since. Without her de- 
manding anything she has a compelling 
charm which leads everybody, even strang- 
ers, to do things for her—to give her the 
best of everything.”’ 

It was on this“trip that Miss Saxton was 
blessed by Pope Pius IX. It had been 
arranged that His Holiness should receive 
the little party of Americans to which this 
young and startlingly pretty girl belonged. 
Each knelt in turn fand received the papal 
blessing, Miss Saxton being the last in 
line. ; 

As his hand touched her forehead Ida 
Saxton looked up with an entirely sponta- 
neous and engaging smile. His Eminence 
could not conceal his delight. 

“Ah!” he said, kindly. “Pretty 
cana!”’ 

Her friends agree that Sven at that time 
when Ida Saxton was at the height of her 
beauty, one of the chief elements of it was 
her vigorous good health. She was then 
like a perfectly blossomed flower, her 
cheeks prettily pink, her eyes deep blue, 
her abundant hair a warm brown. Her in- 
validism came upon her suddenly. 

Then, as now, Mrs. McKinley had alway: 
the most exquisitely delicate tastes. Her 
dress has always been distinctive and has- 
invariably been chosen from among the 
paler ghades—blues and grays and pinks. 
Blacks and b:owns she had always avoided, 
and probably never wore an enffre costume 
of black until compelled by the late tragic 
necessity. 

Jewels and laces, so long as they are un- 
ostentatious, are a great delight to her, 
and the President, who always took the 
most active interest in his wife's ward- 
robe, was always surprising her by gifts 
of one or the other. Flowers, too, are one 
of her chief pleasures. No other occupant 
of the White House ever took the same in- 
terest in its conservatories.

Nancy McIntosh, the American girl who 
sang the prima donna role in Gilbert's 
“His Excellency,’ is his devoted nurse, 
sharing the duties with his wife. 

For more than a year the composer has 
been a helpless invalid, and Miss McIntosh 
has given up all engagements to care for 
her friend and benefactor, knowing that 
the end is near. 

She has had numerous offers from London 
and American managers. Her devotion to 
the mean who trained her voice and 
brought her out at the Savoy in his plays 
is touching and absolute, : 

“Not while Mr. Gilbert needs me,” she 
has said to all tempting plans for stage 
work. 

It is, in a way, the story over again of 
Ada Rehan and her lifelong friendship 
with Augustin Daly, the manager who 
directed her art and made possible her 
career i

valid. ‘‘Nancy never bores me. I take it 
as actual proof that she is a very elever 
woman,” he said with a smile not long 
ago. 

In his wilful moods, and when the 
twinges of gout are most unbearable, Miss 
McIntosh is the only person who has the 
least influence upon the sick man. He docs 
as she directs as docilely as a boy. 

Although her own health is frail, Miss 
McIntosh bears up bravely, and her cheer- 
fulness infects even the invalid himself. 

Nancy McIntosh was a young American 
in London with a good voice, a charming 
manner and all her fortune to make. Gil- 
bert heard her singing, liked it, and gave 
her the chief role in ‘His Excellency.”’ He 
trained her for her debut at the Savoy, 
and she made a success, afterward appear- 
ing in New York. 

Mrs. Gilbert also became fond of the 
American girl and practically adopted her 
as a daughter. Miss McIntosh went to live 
at the Gilbert home. 

When Gilbert became seriously tll he be- 
gan a pilgrimage to all the health resorts 
of Europe. Miss Mcintosh gave up her 
career and went with the Gilberts. The 
composer grew more and more to depend 


upon her, and now she never leaves him 

Gilbert came back at last to Harrow 
die. He is at the farm which he bought a 
number of years ago in order to enjoy him- 
self after his own original fashion. 

Close to the low, old-fashioned home- 
stead he had a monkey house bullt. In 
that he installed twelve of the livelles- 
monkeys that ever climbed a pole of 
cracked a nut. It was Gilbert's delight to 
saunter over the grassy acres at Herrow, 
hands in his pockets, showing the monkeys, 
dogs, cats and other pets to his friends. 
Now he is not able to see any of his old 
companions, 

»The last days of the man who made the 
world so merry are in sad contrast to his 
life. Sir Arthur Sullivan’s death, followed 
so closely by the death of the third of 
the trio, D’Oyley Carte, greatly depressed 
him, and he gave up all hope of writing 
again. 

Ile paid a last visit not long ago to the 
Savoy, which had been the scene of s0 
many successes, that he might say of him- 
self in his own rhyme:

I'm a dealer in magic and spells, 
In bleesings and curses and ever-filled purses, 
In prophecies, witches and knells. 

He looked about the theater sadly and, a8 
he hobbled away on his cane, seemed al- 
most to collapse with weakness and grief. 

Both Gilbert and Sullivan were great 
sufferers when they were writing their 
gayest pleces. 

When Sir Arthur Sullivan would get 4 
more than ordinarily polite note from Gil- 
bert he used to say: 

“Poor man, how bad his gout must be 


teday!"” i ; 
They quarreled and ‘made up frequently, 
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and nobody charged the breaches of peace 
to Sir Arthur's sunny temper. 

Gilbert's income from his work has given 
him an independent fortune. 

Gilbert on the libretto worked in a very 
different way from Sir Arthur Sullivan on 
his music. Gilbert was a very early riser 
and worked in the daytime. All his stage 
situations were planned and studied out 
with the aid of little wooden figures, which 
he moved about on a board that was his 
mimic stage. 

His skill in working out scenes in this 
way was so great that when it came to 
rehearsals everything moved smoothly. 

The collaboration of the two was very 
genuine, for Gilbert understood perfectly 
the business of a librettist and never med- 
dled with the music. He never could tell 
when a singer sang off the key. 


His librettos were suggested to him in all 
sorts of odd ways, the “Mikado,’’ for ex- 
ample, coming into his mind one day as 
he examined a Japanese sword that hung 
on the wall of his study. 

He wrote most of his plays, laid them 
away a fortnight, and then rewrote them 
without referring to his original copy. He 
then compared the two, “**tnq ‘ie best 
of each. Sometimes this procéss was re- 
peated a dozen times. 


In composing Sir Arthur Sullivan founc 
his chief difficulty in getting ‘started. Once 
he got his hand in he would write for 
twelve hours at a stretch and for dayé4 
took no time for regular meals, but 
snatched a bite from the sideboard when 
he thought of it. " 

Sir Arthur was a charming man, making 
everything easy and being very approach- 
able. In a certain

chorus he had written 


a high-top note for the sopranos and on it 
there was a difficult word to sing. They 
told him of their troubles. 

“Why, bless me, it is one of the 
top notes I ever wrote,"’ was the reply. 

They were so devoted that they strug- 
gled wfth the word and sang It very charm- 
ingly.

the entire time prescribed by the constitu- 
tion. 

In her eighty-eight years of independence 
Hayti has had seventeen chiefs of state, 
and only one, Saget, lived to retire peace- 
fully at the end of his term

Sam has been a little less bloody-minded, 
but the old arsenal wall has not been with- 
out its fair quota of condemned men who 


locked; their last from there on the beau- 


tiful tropical sunrise. Sam’s = speciality, 
has been imprisonment. This 
seems merciful until one knows what a 
Haytian prison locks like. Then the mer- 
«cy seems coubtful. To be cast into jail in 


Rayti is almost equivalent to a sentence 
. of death. It certainly is a sentence to 


loathesome disease and starvation and mer- 
clless beatings, There is no habeas corpus 
What forms of law are ad- 
hered to at all are based on the cheerful 
French idea that an accused person is pre- 
sumed to be guilty until he proves hinm- 
self innocent. As a political prisoner is 
not permitted to communicate with any- 
body as a rule, it is not particularly easy 
for him to prove himself innocent, even (tf 
the judges cared anything for his proofs. 

Hayti has a beautiful constitutlion—on pa- 
per. She has a code of laws, based on the 
code of Napoleon—on paper. Everything in 
Hayti is typified by three things in Port- 
au-Prince. That city has a great market 
hall, an ice manufacturing plant and an 
electric light plant. But the market is 
held, as of old, outside and not inside of 
the hall, the ice plant does not work and 
the electric light plant does not work. 
Nothing works in Hayti. 


Hayti’s Goyernment. 


If Hayti really were what it calls itself 
—the Black repwblic—her present condition 
would show either that thé black man is 
incapable of self-government or that re- 
publics are failures. But Hayti is no more 
@ republic than a jungle in a state of na- 
ture is a republic. Nor is Hayti, properly 
speaking, a government by the black man 
as the black man is known on this hemis- 
phere. Hayti is a government by and of 
African savagery. Black man and mu- 
latto, with all the grades between, are 
ruled as men are ruled in the heart of 
Africa—by the force of primitive and fero- 
clous natures that revert to their African 
ancestry. The best men in Hayti are ruled. 
The worst ones rule. Perhaps this is not 
80 very much different from American 
cities. But Hayti is not ruled merely by 
-@onscienceless politicians. She is ruled by 
the voodoo drum. 

There is not a night, year in, year out, 
that the traveler in any part of the island 
cannot hear the strange, awesome throb- 
bing of this instrument. Its sounding 
makes one think with a tremor of the tales 
of the African explorers, and with reason, 
for the voodoo drum is a direct importation 
from the gold coast and the Congo. When 
that drum throbs Hayti knows and bows 
down to its real master. Not long ago a 
priestess of voodoo ‘boasted openly in Port 
au Prince that if she were to beat the 
drum in the market square the most power- 
ful persons in the city would not dare to 
disobey her summons. It always was a 
matter of common belief that Hippolyte 
was a votary of voodoo, and it was be- 
lieved almost as commonly that he be- 
longed to the sect that sacrifices the “goat 
without horns.’’ The “goat without horns’ 
is a young child and is eaten after thé cere- 
mony. While the ordinary adorations of 
voodoo are going on openly every night, 
being secret only technicadlly, the voodoo- 
ism combined with cannibaiism is carried 
on with real secrecy. Now and then, when 
there is a particularly scandalous case, the 
government makes a few arrests, but the 
priests, the Mamaloi and the Papaloi never 
are arrested. The prisoners always are ob- 
Scure persons. Sometimes they are pun- 
ished with death, but that is rare. Two 
who were caught a few years ago were 
mounted on donkeys, driven through the 


_ town and beaten with cocoamacaque clubs. 
by the soldiers and then told to get away. 


Yet these prisoners, a woman and her 
daughter, had confessed that they had 
helped to sacrifice the daughter's own child 
and that they had helped afterward to eat

a few days. They had been caught in the 
act. But the voodoo priest and priestess 
appeared and showed their influenge by ob- 
taining the release of all the prisoners, 

Voodoo holds its strength in the islands 
not only because of the love of the peopie 
for that form of worship, but because it 1s 
inextricably mixed with the political in- 
trigue that is going on forever. This 
makes the Mamaloi and the Papalol per- 
sons of sinister power. The names* alone 
show how great that power is, for “‘loi’’ is 
the Haytian corruption of “‘roi,”’ and the 
names mean “‘Papa Le Roi,” applied to'the 
priest, and “Mama Le Reoi,’’* applied to 
the priestess. 


Cannibal Voodooism. 


It is said that the cannibal form of voo- 
dooism is dying out in Hayti. Certainly 
it is to be hoped, and certainly-it Is to be 
supposed that it should, for the efforis of 
Roman Catholic priests and the ministers 
of all the Protestant denominations are di- 
rected against it constantly. But no man 
can tell. One may spend 10 years in Hayti 
and the land still will be mysterious to 
him. The newspapers of the “republic” 
dare not print anything about voodoo, 
The better classes dare not say anything 
about it. The government will not say 
anything about it. The government fears 
the voodoo priests on account of their in- 
fluence with the people. The papers fear 
the voodoo priests on account of their in- 
fluence with the government. And the bet- 
ter classes fear the voodoo priests for both 
these reasons, and still more the reason 
that voodoo and poison have a fearful and 
close connection, in Hayti. The Mamalol 
and the Papaloi are past masters in the 
knowledge: of strange vegetable poisons, 
The island is singularly rich in trees and 
plants from which drugs can be extract- 
ed. Mamaloi and Papaloi know them all. 
If one offends another person he maybe 
stricken with something awful. There are 
strange diseases in Hayti. One of them 
causes a person who goes to bed feeling 
well and sound to wake up a raving mad- 
man. Another brings death after an hour 
of agony, during which the skin is cov- 
ered with huge yellow blotches. There is a 


. death that comes after one has put on a 


shirt on which has been sprinkled a liquid 
furnished by a Mamaloi or Papaloi. ‘This 
is not a pleasant death. It comes like fire 
that eats into the skin wherever the gar- 
ment has toucned. Some of the diseases 
that come to a person who has made him- 
self objectionable 46 not kill. They only 
torture. One will waste the victim day 
after day until death seems only a few 
hours off. Then will come a hint that a 
voodoo doctor can cure. If the victim is 
wise he will pay the priest whatever he 
asks. If he doesn’t the disease-will end 
in death. There is another disease that 
causes sudden blindness. That, too,'can be 
cured suddenly, swiftly and mysteriously 
vy a voodoo priest after the doctors have 
given it up... 

Consequently there is no help extended 
to the inquisitive foreigner who wishes to 
inquire into the secrets of Hayti. Indeed, 
if he inquires too insistently he has a very 
fair chance indeed of dying from one of 
those unaccountable Haytian diseases. 

There is another difficulty in the way of 
really profitable inquiry. Your host may 
be a most cultured black gentleman fresh 
from a visit to Paris, and speaking English 
and French with an elegance that will op- 
press you, and yet it will be as well not to 
mention voodoo without having carefully 
and minutely felt your way. For he may 
be a worshiper of the serpent himself. 
Yqu never can tell. 

Certain it is that men.in Hayti are as 
much afraid of the poison as the bullet, 
ever present as their fear of the latter is. 
Certain .it is, too, that the sign of the 
snake is everywhere. And if one is not too 
much afraid to venture into the streets 
after the hour when the military decree 
Says that one shall be at home, it is as 
easy as can be to witness a voodoo rite in 
the very heart of the capital itself or in 
any of the coast cities. Although all are 
practically under martial law all the time, 
and one is challenged every few hundred 
yards by a ragged and barefooted sentinel, 
a little judicious bribery will overcome the 
soldier’s sense of duty and the drum will 
do the guiding, for it can be heard-for an 
incredible distance. All readers of the books 
on African explorations know the general 
astonishment expressed by most writers 
at the vast distance at which the muffled 
note of the African War drums can be 
heard. The sound of the voodoo drum 
shares this peculiarity. Although, when 
one is close to it, it does not sound in- 
ordinately loud, yet its booming steals and 
vibrates for miles around. It has been 
heard by the writer when he was on a 
ship that was anchored nearly two miles 
age shore, and this particular drum, as 

e found afterward, was being beaten at 
ero another mile inland. —

The drum is 
made of a plece of bamboo that has a big 
diameter.

dance. ._ The Papalol, a thin, whiskered 
black, crouched at her feet. Suddenly the 
Mamalol .screamed once—twice—and froth 
appeared on her mouth. She swayed a lit- 
tle faster and turned up her eyes till noth- 
ing but the whites showed. Then she 
stopped,. seized the rooster, and held it 
fluttering over the heads of the worshipers 
for an instant. In the next she had swung 
it so sharply and savagely that the be- 
headed body of’ the fowl went flying across 
the room. She thrust the severed neck into 
her mouth and fell, writhing horribly, 
among the spectators. 

Then the Papaloi brought out all kinds of 
uncouth images and smeared them with 
the blood. After a while the Mamaloi re- 
covered and repeated the operation with 
a second fowl. The blood from this one 
was gathered in a vessel and she danced 
into the open air with it and painted the 
door posts. Then she returned and made 
the sign of the cross in blood on the fore- 
head of each votary. This was the signal 
for shouts and songs and dancing. Women 
began to fall here and there. Men frothed 
at the lips. The excitement rose steadily 
and culminated in an orgy the details of 
which were too disgusting to describe or 
even hint at. 

In the inner ceremonies of voodoo a snake 
is used as the symbol of the power of the 
god. In past times a most poisonous little 
green snake was kept alive in every voodoo 
temple, but there are no poisonous ser- 
pents in Hayti now, and the snake used to- 
day is a common and harmless tree boa. 
In the rites where the “goat without 
horns” is sacrificed the snake is held over 
the victim and allowed to twine around 
it. Then the Mamaloi lifts the serpent to 
her shoulders and thrusts: a knife into the 
little one’s throat. The child is seized at 
once by the Papaloi and held by the heels 


to let the blood pour into a basin. After. 


being used for various rites it is drunk by 
the participants and the body is then cut 
up, boiled and eaten. 

Anyone who has spent any time at all 
in Hayti will hear tales of bush negroes in 
the hidden interior who are cannibals, not 
merely in connection with voodoo rites, but 
because they have a terrible craving for 
human flesh. That there are cases of this 
kind is certain. But it is to be doubted if 
they are as numerous as some of the tales 
would lead one to infer. The government 
does try to repress anything of this sort. 
It is only when the cannibalism occurs as 
part of the religious ceremonies that the 
perpetrators appear to be protected by a 
power that makes itself felt without being 
seen. 


What White Men See. 


In many respects Hayt! fs the strangest, 
country that there is now in the world. 
All that any man actually knows of it 
could be written in a very few pages. A 
thin strip along the coast is all that white 
men ever see. There are no roads to lead 
into the dark interior. Once there were 
highways here and there. Now thre are 
not even trails. The stupendous tropic 
vegetation has eaten them up. There are 
the ruins of truly magnificent palaces in 
Hayti. Few white men have seen them. 
“Hayti for the Haytians’”’ is the motto of 
the country, and that means Hayti for a 
proportion of pure blooded black men, 
many of whom pride themselves on tracing 
their lineage back to the Congo. This 
powerful class hates and fears the white 
man, loathes the mulatto, mustrusts the 
mixed breeds of all kinds and aims to 
keep Hayti in the condition of a negro 
kingdom. 

Hayti is an emerald of beauty set in a 
sea of lapis lazuli. ‘‘The end of the crum- 
pled paper mountains,’’ an ancient British 
sailor called it and the island of Jamaica 
when he tried to describe them. 

And so they ajpear when the ship ap- 
proaches them, swinging through wonder- 
ful weather and over the most glorious 
blue sea that there is in the world. Head- 
land after headland, with each summit as- 
piring toward the clouds, seems to stalk 
forth into the glassy waters as the vessel 
steers along the shore. Hour after hour 
one may steam, and still mountain after 
mountain thrusts itself forth, each de- 
scending sheer into the deep ocean and 
each dressed from summit to the white surf 
line with vegetation so dense that from a 
short distance the mountain island looks 
less like land than like a great velvet pile 
carelessly tossed on the colored sea. Here 
and there a few white huts peer out. But 
they are so tihy in that vast panorama of 
blue sky and blue‘sea and green precipices 
that they only make the wilderness the 
more vast. Unspeakably beautiful it is and 
unspeakably myeterious it seems. 

When one has dwelled there for awhile 
the memory of that beauty as it was séon 
from the o.¢aa is blurred by the nearer 
knowledge of the sqnalor and limitless 
filth and the stenches of the towns. But 
the mystery deepens evermore with newer 
study of the iand and its people. In Port 
au Prince you meet black people who are 
rich and educated. The mén wear frock 
coats and high hats. Yet in ) 
shore quays,in a white palace, 


ism as unreasoning and as complete as 
ever a Savage biack king held his African 
district. Make the most innocent remark 
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about politics or affairs of state in the best 
company inthe island and instantly a asai- 
lence will fall oppressively over everybody. 
Go abroad and you will find bare-footed, 
ragged soldiers posted every 50 or 100 yards. 
Trey have gung of all kinds, from flint- 
locks to Remingtons. Their uniforms are 
of all sorts anid ‘fantastic styles. But if 
they are uncouth and look “funny,” re- 
member that they are there for business. 
Try to go abroad after 9 o’clock at night 
and see how you will be challenged at ev- 
ery turn. 

The poorer classes, the peasants that 
lounge and lie all around, seem as good- 
natured and cheerful as they can be. Yet 
they will call you “el blant” in front of 
your face, scorning to give you any other 
name. And they will watch unmoved, and 
apparently even with lazy enjoyment, while 
the most savage cruelties are being per- 
petrated ‘on prisoners. Police and soldiers 
will beat a man who has been arrested for 
the’ most trivial. offense till the victim is 
covered with blood and falls senseless, No 
one would dare to interfere. But no one, 
so it seems to a stranger, even wishes to 
do so. Every person in authority carries 
a club or stick of heavy cocoamacaque 
wood. This beautifully polished wood is 
almost as heavy as ironwood and fully as 
Strong; employers use it on. laborers, sol- 
diers and policemen on citizens and officers 
on soldiers. Again and again an officer will 
belabor a soldier until he-falls:.to the 
ground. 


The Army and Navy. 


The army and navy of Hayti are the first 
objects to impress themselves on one, be- 
cause they are always in evidence. Every- 
thing is in their hands. The army collects 
the tariff and port duties, the navy threat- 
ens vessels that object to unusual imposts, 
Hayti is ever ready to turn a penny on any 
pretext. During the Spanish-American war 
the writer ran his vessel into Cape Haytien 
for coal. Even whle she was coming to 
anchor in the harbor all hands could see a 
fat black military gentleman riding head- 
long down the mountain road toward the 
landing place. He seemed a queer bundle 
of gold lace and ragged breeches, and all 
on board laughed. They laughed still more 
when his little horse stopped short on 
reaching the end of the pier and sent the 
dumpy man flying over its head clear into 
the water. But no one laughed when he 
came aboard shortly after he had been 
pulled out. He was spluttering and cursing 
volubly in the villainous Haytian dialect, 
which is a shocking compound of French 
and three or four African dialects. It 
transpired finally that he was a general— 
the general commanding the arondissement, 
if- you please, and he had called to inform 
“le blane” that he had been fined $50 in gold 
for having entered the harbor without fly- 
ing the Haltian flag at the fore. Also le 
blane would be held pending an inquiry into 
the amount of fine he should have to pay 
for entering the harbor without a pilot. 

When the general withdrew he left his 
representative aboard. Him the vesse] had 
to feed and supply with the not inconsider- 
able amount of liquor that he demanded, 
while she was taking on coal at the hos- 
pitable price of $25 in gold for each ton. 
It is to be noted as antamiable peculiarity 
of the government that it aims to pay ‘its 
debts to the white stranger in Haytian 


paper — . while’ the white stranger 
must always pay his debts to in 
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iAmerican gold. There was considerable 
discussion aboard after the ship had coaled 
up as to whether or not it would be better 
to pay the fine or merely throw the Haytian 
representative (very drunk by this time) 
Overboard and run out of port. But as it 
had been learned that the Haytians, who 
were enthusiastic partisans of Spain, had 
already been thoughtful enough to cable 
that an American vessel was in port un- 
armed, and therefore an easy prize, it was 
considered that she might have to stay in 
harbor for an indefinite period in case a 
gunboat should run over from San Juan 
and wvit outside. So the Haytian represen- 
tative escaped a swim. In the meantime 
the ship’s purser had cut up enough signal 
cags to make a passable Haytian ensign 
and saluted with it, thus staving off fur- 
ther calamities. The question of the pilot- 
age fine was settled by providing 2 debauch 
for the port captain. No harbor ever 
seemed so beautiful as did the harbor of 
kindly and generous Cape Haytian when 
that vesel turned her stern to jt and 
steamed out of it at full speed. 

The writer’s first experience with the 
Haytian navy was in the harbor of Jeremie 
before the war. 
chant vessel when a Haytian gunboat ap- 
peared on the harizon. Instantly the cap- 
tain ordered steam to be gotten up. “I’ve 
been nearly rammed by one of those fel- 
lows once and scraped twice,”’ said he. 
“They go around like wild men.” Long 
before the gunboat was near enough 50 
that the faces aboard could be seen plainly 
a great clamor could be heard. As the 
ship drew nearer one could distinguish 
scores of different noises in the general 
uproar. There was singing, shouts of com- 
mand, yells of dispute, bellows of rage, 
laughter and cheers all mingled in a med- 
ley that might have issued from a mafa- 
house. As the unique warship swung 
around the folk on the British ship were 
treated to a startling spectacle. On the 
bridge stood a gorgeous officer, showered 
with gold lace. He wore a cocked hat and 
an enormous sword, but the general effect 
was qualified by the fact that he was bare- 
footed. He was shaking his fist and 
screaming at the top of his voice at a 
most ragged and dirty sailorman who stood 
below him on the deck and who shouted 
back in a voice equally loud and shook 
his fist equally wildly. As the vessel forged 
past another officer appeared, and he, too, 
shouted and shook his first. A man aboard 
the merchantman who understood the 
Haytian dialect better than the rest said 
that crew and captain were arguing as 
to the right spot to anchor in. When the 
splendid craft finally did anchor every soul 
aboard flung himself over the side and into 
the fleet of dug-out canoes that had as- 
sembled, all, apparentiy in a mad race to 
reach shore first. That night all hands 
returned, making noises still wilder than 
were those with which they had arrived. 
The greater part of the population of Jere- 
mie accompanied the brave crew in dug- 
outs and all boarded the warship. 
ensued a riot of yells and song. At 
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at about 2 in the morning, the visitors de- 
parted, screaming farewells, and the ship 
up anchor and steamed to sea. But she 
managed to scrape the British ship's bow 
before she got clear, which appeared to 
give a melancholy satisfaction to the 
English captain. It may not be surpris- 
ing news to mention that this gunboat was 
stranded shortly afterward near Cape 
Haytian. 


The Typical Feature. 


If the writer were asked to name the 
most typical feature of Hayti, he might 
say “‘noise.”” Your ship enters a harbor, 
and before the anchor has settled you will 
hear the racket from a hundred throats as 
the boatmen come paddling, sculling, sail- 
ing, and rowing out, each so anxious to get 
first hack at the ship that they generally 
have free fights in the bay, ramming and 
hitting each other, throwing yams and 
cocoanuts and generally acting like a crew 
of pirates bent on stripping the vessel. As 
soon as they are alongside they take their 
trousers off and roll these cherighed and 
valuable possessions up carefully. Then 
they are ready for work. Not for an in- 
stant do they cease chattering and shout- 
ing. There is no sleep aboard after they 
arrive. 

It was a British ship in the port of Jer- 
emire that had a peppery passenger who 
threw a piece of wood at a parcicularly 
noisy Haytian. For a half hour after that 
every man aboard that ship had to keep 
below cover. All the laborers around the 
vessel suspended work as one man and 
bombarded her with coal Chunks of it 
flew on deck with force enough to kill any 
man, and while it lasted the attack was 
really almost as deadly as if the craft were 
being fired at with guns, 

On the same trip the writer fired at 4 
Looby bird, and the captain begged him 
never to shoot again in Haytien harbor, 
“You.can't tell what might happen,” he 
said. “They might think we were shooting 
at the town, and those soldiers wouldn't 
hesitate to open fire on the ship.”” A ves- 
se] that lay in a port on the north was fined 
$500 because a passenger had fired a re- 
volver at an iron buoy in the harbor. The 
captain refused to pay the fine and the 
authorities promptly notified him that he 
would not be allowed to unload a pound of 
cargo until he settled. He steamed out of 
port that night, and it required a month of 
work on the part of his owners to have the 
fine remitted and enable the ship to enter 
Haytian ports again. Of course the fine 
was ridiculously high and unjust, but there 
is no redress for the foreigner. Ship mast- 
ersiwho have to do business regularly 
Haytien ports sing mightly small. They 
have to. The writer has seen a ragged and 
ignorant pilot order the captain of a fine 
big ship around as if he were a schoolboy.

La Ferriere. 


Henri Christophe, or Emperor Henri I, as 
he preferred to be called, was a most re- 
markable figure. The simple truth about 
him would read like the most fantastic 
fiction.- Even now, eighty-two year aiter 
his death, his personality haunts and over- 
shadows the country. No man Jares dwell 
in or near the ruins of either his gorgeous 
palace of Sans Souci in the plains or the 
palace of La Ferriere in the clouds. Even 
the sentinels who guard these places sleep 
as far away from them as possible. The 
island is full of stories of how his giant 
figure is seen ever and anon stalking 
around his old strongholds. He was a slave 
and tavern cook in Cape Town, San Doe 
mingo, and in 1790 joined the black insur- 
gents. Toussaint L’Ouverture made him 
brigadier-general and he 


crowned as emperor Of Hayti. He lived a 
dark and terrible life, yet full of somber 
splendor, for, inhumanly cruel though he 
was, he had an invincible courage and was 
such a master of men as the world sees 
rarely. But truly he was one of the 
bloody butchers that ever strode ac 

page of history. 

He had La Ferrtere built on the 
summit of the mountain, on the edge 
precipice that descends 2000 feet sheer, 

a last refuge in case his enemies ever 
came him on the plain below. Al 
every bit of material for it had 
dragged up the mountain by 
this palace had walis 17 feet 
bastions were mounted 300 
every one of which was hau 
slaves and prisoners.

- OLDEST ACTRESS IN AMERICA 


WILL CELEBRATE HER 80TH BIRTHDAY IN ST. LOUIS TOMORROW NIGHT 


PS. ANNE HARTLEY GILBERT, 
the oldest actress'on the stage, will 
be 80 years old tomorrow. In the 


evening she will be seen at the Olympic 
Theater, where she will play the part of 
the Dowager Queen in Annie Russell's play, 
“A Royal Family.’’ 

She has been on the stage steadily for 
WW years, excepting one year, when she 
was first married, and she and her hus- 
band tried farming and failed. 

Every year theater-goers have thought 
that Mrs. Gilbert was making her last ap- 
pearance, but the actress herself has had 
greater confidence in her own powers of 
endurance than the public. She is frankly 
and delightfully old, but time has dealt 
gently with her and her powers of endur- 
ance are remarkable. Her debut was made 
with the old school of actors, when she was 
a gir] of 10, and now as an old woman she 
plays in a modern company. She has out- 
lived the manager who once called her 
‘‘grandma;”’ she has outlived the associa- 
tions of youth, but Mrs. Gilbert at heart 
is young, and perhaps that is the secret of 
her success. 

She claims that her first hit was in the 
little dance of the ‘“Dromajah’”’ in ‘‘Poca- 
hontas.”” It was as accidental as that of 
“Cyrano.” She happened to give a little 
hop, skip and a jump as she left the stage 
at the end of her scene—gave it on the im- 
pulse of the moment—and it caught the 
quick fancy of the audience. This was in 
Daly’s theater and Daly saw her as she 
came off. 

“Good for you, grandma,” Daly cried. 
“Try that business over again.’’ 

And he had the dance rehearsed until it 
was letter-perfect, insisting that it be part 
of the regular performance. 

Mrs. Gilbert was born in Rockdale, Lan- 
cashire, England, and she married during 
her early days when she was a dancing 
girl. While still an English woman. she 
toured England with her husband. It was in 
1849 that she came to America, and from 
that time on has been thoroughly American 
in feeling, apologizing most humbly for her 

Mnglish birth. 


She and her husband went West upon 
their arrival in New York, and for a long 
time they played in Wisconsin, Ilhnois and 
Ohio. 


Although she was known to the New 
York public for so long as one of Daly’s 
“Big Four’ (the others were Ada Rehan, 
James Lewis and John Drew), Daly was 
not the person who first brought hér out 
in New York. He discovered her after 
Mrs. Wood had brought her there from 
the West and advertised the ‘‘first appear- 
ance of Mrs. G. H. Gilbert from Pike’s 
Opera House, Cincinnati.” 


Daly opened in '69, and then Mrs. Gilbert 
went to him and remained with him from 
that time until his death, except for the 
short period when he gave up his theater 
and she had to take another engagement. 
It was with Daly’s theater that she was 
identified to all who knew her. She contin- 
ued there, playing mostly old lady and 
character parts, during the rise and fall 
of. many leading women. She was there 
when Agnes Ethel rose in ‘Frou-Frou” 
and feli to make way for Clara Morris in 
“Man and Wife.’’ She played with Fanny 
Davenport when the plump Fanny was not 
yet taking herself seriously and was as- 
signed to comedy roles. Then came the 
famous. days when Ada Rehan and John 
Drew held sway there together, and later 
on, when Charles Richman, whom we have 
seen here recently in “Mrs. Dane’s De- 
fense,”’ and still Mrs. Gilbert was at her 
post. 


There is a pretty story told of her on 
one of her visits to San Francisco. It was 
Drew's last season with Daly, when he 
had already announced his intention to 
star and Daly was making things as dis- 
agreeable as possible for him. He allowed 
him to take no calls for himself, no mat- 
ter what the audience wanted. On his 
last night in this city Daly had left for 
the East. The audience called the curtain 
up again and again, and it was very evi- 
dent that it was Drew they wanted, to 
clap a farewell to him, and they would 
not be satisfied with the repeated returns 


plicitly obeyed, whether he was present or 
not, and Drew must.have somebody to re- 
turn with him. Finally Mrs. Gilbert of- 
fered herself, hastily buttoning her dress, 
which she had loosened preparatory to 
dressing for the next act. She hurried upon 
the stage with him, then, patting his hand 
in view of the audience, withdrew and 
left him alone to his curtain call, his by 
rights. 

‘“‘When he met me in the wings he didn't 
say anything about what I had done, but 
he stooped and kissed me and said, ‘God 
bless you, grandma,’ ”’ 

Mrs. Gilbert still treasures some Cali- 
fornia flowers that she pressed long ago. 
She got them just as she was leaving the 
coast after one of Daly’s visits there. The 
train stopped in a grimy spot, a desolate 
bit. of the state, where one cabin was the 
only building in sight. The miner sat at 
his door and near him, inside, was a table 
on which stood a bunch of gorgeous Cali- 
fornia wild flowers. 

They made the only bright spot in the 
whole dingy picture, and everybody in the 
car noticed them. Half a dozen pretty 
women poked their heads out of as many 
windows and begged for them. They were 
all young, all charming, in fact they were 
some of Daly’s stage beauties. But the 
desolate miner was proof against their 
wiles, far more than any Johnnie who 
should be better used to them. He shook 
his head stolidly. 


As the train pulled out the window where 
Mrs. Gilbert sat passed his door. She 
nodded and smiled as she passed. To ‘her 
surprise he sprang from his seat, seizing 
the flowers as he did so. With great strides 
he ran after the train, reaching it just in 
time to fling the flowers in at the rear 
door. ‘‘They’re for the old lady,”’ he cried. 

Mrs. Gilbert’s seventieth birthday was 
celebrated by Daly and the rest of the 
company. His theater had become home to 
her, bereaved as she was. When he dled 
in 1899 she felt as if cast adrift from well- 
known moorings.

I 
had the good sense to know I was not 
handsome enough to carry my audience by 
my looks, so I always worked hard. 

My chief happiness was always in my 
home and away from the theater. Quickly. 
I never could get away from the stage 
quickly enough and out to my little cot- 
tage and my wife and family. 

I have one daughter and one son, and 
they've been the best of children to mé. 
Perhaps by the law of contrasts, that is 
why I have had so many parts with erring 
children, particularly erring daughters, in 
them. 

When Jefferson was with Laura Keene I 
played with him, and when he went out 
as a star for himself and made so much 
money I began to wish that | could do so, 
too. Still, I was always afraid of losing 
the position and sure salary I had, and so 
I hesitated and put off making a demand 
to be starred. 

Why, there was Nat Goodwin. I think he 
is one of the grandest actors I ever saw, 
but I remember well the first time «1 ever 
saw him. Stuart Robson and I were dress- 
ing together then and one night Stuart 
came in with a boy in tow. 

“Jim.” he says to me, “here is a boy 
who can mimic me so that you'll dite 
laughing.

MPRISONMENT for life Is the probable 
fate of the woman who is best known 
to the people of St. Louis and the na- 

tion at large as Ann O’Delia Diss De Bar, 
but who now answers to the name of Mrs. 


Theodore Jackson. 

Born at Saloman, four miles west of 
Burgin, Ky., near Harrodsburg, after a 
most remarkable career as a spiritualist 
swindler, after: four marriages and after 
living years under various aliases, through 


the peculiarity of English law, she may, a5 


Mrs. Jackson, pass the balance of her life 
behind prison bars. 

Bhe was a daughter of J. C. Soloman, 
who was musical instructor in Mullen’s 
School, now Beaumont College, and was 
possessed of rare beauty, intellect and 
vivacity. Many wealthy men, old enough 
for her grandfather paid court at her 
phrine. 

She is remembered quite well by the older 


* eitigzens of Burgin, who are not at all sur- 


prised at-the end of her checkered career. 

She is a woman of many cults, each one 
of which she used for the purpose of com- 
mitting frauds. She practiced her arts in 
many cities all over the world. Now she 
and her husband are in prison in England 
charged with conspiracy to defraud women— 
particularly young women—of money and 
Jewelry by pretended fortune telling, and so 
with obtaining money under false pre- 
tences. 

They are also accused of alluring girls in 
@ pseudo-religious net. 

The woman gained her first and greatest 
notoriety in her swindling Luther R. Marsh, 
a& famous New York lawyer, by spirit 
paintings. That was 12 years ago. At that 
time she presided over Lawyer Marsh's Tem- 

le of Truth in a luxuriously appointed 

ome on Madison avenue, New York City. 
Since that time the woman has led a 
Strange and checkered career of days in 
jail, weeks at fashionable hotels and a sea- 
zon of occult performances to draw ducats 
from the pockets of South African million- 
aires. 

About three months ago Diss De Bar, 
who is fat and jelly-like, went to London 
under the name of “Helena.” She was a 
reincarnation‘of Helen of Troy. Along with 
her was Horos, the old Greek god, other- 
wise Jackson, the fourth husband of Diss 
De Bar. Matrimonial advertisements were 
inperted in the papers by the pair. Young 
women, who responded, were initiated into 
_the cult of Theoretic Unity. 

_ Wierd ceremonies were used and terrible 
Oaths taken. After that the first rite of the 
eult was celebrated by the laying down by 
the converts of all their cash and jewelry 
upon the altar of .Theoretic Unity. Diss De 
Barr claimed to be able to read souls. 
Finally the secret of Theoretic Unity was 
taken in charge by London police. Grave 
charges are made against Jackson in‘ con-

wealthy New York lawyer with leanings 
toward spiritualism. He-had been the in- 
timate associate of Daniel Webster and 
was noted for his acute mind and great ie- 
gal abilities. 

Diss De Bar persuaded Mr. Marsh that 
she could materialize the dead, call up 
spirits of old masters, who painted pictures 
before his eyes, and bring communications 
from the spirit world. Along with her hus- 
band, Gen. Diss De Bar, a man named Law- 
rence, his grown son and Diss De Bar's 
two children she took up her residence in 
Luther R. Marsh’s handsome home on Mad- 
ison avenue. All dined sumptuously every 
day, wore handsome clothes, drove out in 
carriages, entertained friends—and Luther 
R. Marsh paid the bills. Mr. Marsh also 
deeded the house to Ann O’Delia Diss De 
Bar to be a perpetual Temple of Truth. He 
paid Diss De Bar’s debts and spent thou- 
sands of dollars on her whims. 

On all other topics Mr. Marsh displayed 
the keen judgment of a trained lIdwyer, 
mean time carrying on a great law practice 
and handling large estates fer others. ‘Ade- 
laide Nielson, the dead actress, was his pa- 
tron saint, according to Diss De Bar. Diss 
De Bar at that time used to annoy the wid- 
ow of Gen. Barrios, living in New York, 
with harrowing messages from the spirit 
land. 

One day, nettled by the criticisms, Luther 
Marsh invited all the newspapers of New 
York to send representatives to his home to 
examine the _ spirit-painted miasterpieces 
and to witness Diss De Bar’s performances 
as a medium. The result was an exposure 
of all of Diss de Bar's dealings with the fa- 
mous lawyer. The Bar Association took up 
the matter and Diss De Bar and her asso- 
ciates were arrested. Mr. Marsh came 
home one evening to find his house deserted, 
save by the two little children of Diss De 
Bar, of whom he was as fond as a grand- 
father. He cried like a child and refused 
to be comforted. Howe & Hummel prose- 
cuted the case against Diss De Bar, and 
finally she was sent to jail for six months. 

Diss de Bar has always claimed to be the 
daughter of the Dancer Lola Montez and 
Ludwig I. of Bavaria. At the Marsh trial 
it was pretty well established that she is 
the daughter of John C. Saloman, a 
Kentuckian. Her story that she spent 
six years of her early life on the 
“frontier confines dividing India from 
China” appears also to be mythical. 
At the height of her fame Diss de Bar was 
a very fat, coarse-featured woman, with 
barsh red hair and shiny complexion. She 
appeared really to possess some mysterious 
hypnotic influence over many people. She 
has been married four times to husbands 
in the following order: Paul N. Messant, 
1872; ““Gen.”’ Diss de Barr, 1879; W. J. Mc- 
Gowan, 1895 and Frank D. Jackson, 1898. 

After the Marsh trial Diss de Bar one 
day bade a solemn farwell] to the general 
at Jersey City and disappeared from a ferry 
boat. A blond wig floating on the water 
convinced the general and other friénds 
that she was dead. In a few months! she 
reappeared 43 a practitioner of the oc

Bar in all her career. ’ 


Next, under the name of Vera Ava, she 
came to iight in a dazed statein Cincinnatt, 
claiming to have been kidnaped by clerical 
enemies in Chicago. 
nothing in her stories. She married W. J. 
McGowan, a very old and rich merchant 
of Chicago, in 1895. Not long afterward 
one of them got a divorce and Diss de Bar 
eagain married a young man by the name 
of Jackson. They went to Florida and 
Started a “Fruitarian’’ colony of converts, 
who lived on fruit—and laid their cash upon 
the altar of friendship. During one of her 
trips West Diss de Bar was convicted of 
fraud inajewelry deal and served a yer 
in jail in Illinois. She and Jackson went 
to South Africa about e'ghteen months ago. 
Under the hypnotic influence of Diss de 
Bar a wealthy Cape Town contractor gave 
his money to establish a colony of brotherly 
love. 

Abandoning the field of. occultism in 
South Africa Diss de Bar went to London 
as Helen of Troy. As Helen of Troy she 
now languishes in an English bastile. 

Diss de Bar has a Missouri record. In 
1886 she arrived in Kansas City from Den- 
ver accompanied by Mrs. Dr. Culter, also 
a medium. They gave seances, a feature 
of which was the instantaneous appear- 
ance of liknesses of dead relatives of those 
present. A couple of weeks after their ar- 
rival Mme. Diss de Bar was thrown from 
a buggy and received a bad scalp wound. 
One day the nurse left her while she went 
into the kitchen. Mme..Diss de Bar was 
clad only in a night dress and a pair of 
opera slippers. When the nurse returned 
Mme. Diss de Bar had disappeared. She 
appeared later in a drug store and was 
sent home in a carriage. 

After her recovery she soon fell into dis- 
repute among the attendants at her seances 
by the exposure of a feat to extort money 
from Rev. Robert Laird Collier, who 
among others had gone to her seances, 
first out of curiosity, and had afterwards 
become infatuated with the mystery of her 
performances. Mme. Diss de Bar finally 
left Kansas City in straightened circum- 
stances and her immediate destination 
was not made known. 

Just how the woman gained the name 
of Diss de Bar forms an interesting portion 
of her life. From the best authority it 
has been learned that John H. Diss de 
Bar was a Frenchman. He came to Ameri- 
ca on the same gkip that brought Charles 
Dickens. He was a reckless spendthrift, 
but an artist of much ability. After many 
vicissitudes he finally located, having mar- 
ried and become a widower, at Parkers- 
burg, W. Va. 

One night at 12 o'clock in June, 1874, a

Louis an independent denomination which 
she called the Apostolic Church. The Apos- 
_tolic Church bought the Second Baptist 
Church property at Beaumont and Locust 
| streets, for $55,000.. Mrs. Hall subscribed 
$6000 for the first payment, and her new con- 
gregation subscribed $4000. Notes were giv- 
en for the balance. The Apostolic Church 
did not prosper. 
against itself. A part of the congregation 
withdrew, and Mrs. Hall, with her temple 
and 20 of her people, stepped into Zion. 

John Alexander Dowie numbers his re- 
cruits at 50,000, and the wealth they have 
brought him aggregates millions; but even 
so, there have entered Zion very few such 
valuable assets as Mrs. Mary McGee Halli, 
who brings evangelistic ability, the nucleus 
of a congregation, and a $55,000 temple ($10,- 
000 paid down) in the f6urth city of the Uni- 
ted States. 


Mrs. Hall went to Chicago to join forces 
with Zion. She went to the Zion Taberna- 
cle on Michigan avenue and received the 
hand of fellowship amid those acclaims 
which greet Dowie’s triumphant announce- 
ments that “This good woman comes to 
Zion from the Methodist Church (South); 
praise God for that!’’ or “Mrs. Mary McGee 
Half, for ten years an evangelist in the 
Methodist Church, enters Zion this morn- 
ing. Praise God for that!’’ 

Several times Mrs. Hall had written 
Dowie to apprise him that she was on the 
point of joining his church, and awaited a 
suggestion from him as to what should be 
done with the Beaumont and Locust streets 
house of worship.’ Mrs. Hall had invested 
$6000 in it, and the notes were falling due 
without being satisfied. 

To these letters Dowie answered nothing. 
But when Mrs. Hall entered Zion and had 
subscribed her belief that John Alexander 
Dowie is the forerunner of the second com. 
ing of Christ, she was summoned before 
him and commissioned to establish the 
Christian @atholic Church in St. Louis. 

Mrs. Hall returned to St. Louis an or- 
dained minister in the Dowie Church. She 
had ceaced to worry about the debt over her 
temple, for Dowie had assured her that 
these matters should receive the attention 
of those very able business men who have 
so handled the talents left in their keeping 
that the Christian Catholic Church is worth 
its millions, owning fine real estate in Chi- 
cago, a 6600-acre tract out on the north lake 
shore, a bank, a hotel, a college, a publish- 
ing house, a silk manufactOry, several 
church buildings, and many another thing 
not possessed by any other church in the 
United States. 

“Go to &. Louis and make your church 
building a tabernacle of Zion. The World’s 
Fair is coming on. By that time we must 
make St. Los a’ stronghold of Zion second 
only to Chicago.”’ : 

Such were Dowie’s instructions to Mrs. 
Hall. She returned to St. Louis last March 
and opened the old Second Baptist Church 
at Locust and Beaumont streets, as a tab- 
ernacle of Zion. Her husband, Rev. Lemuel 
C. Hall, now an elder in the Dowie Church, 
engaged with her in the work. They an- 
nounced services for every Sunday, and 
opened an office room in the church, follow- 
ing the Dowie plan of making the Christian 
Catholic Church a business house with 
doors open every day in the week. The 
Dowie literature began to come in by mail, 
express and freight. There were leaves,

pamphlets and books, for no other church 
publishing house has any such output as 
that of Dowie. Literature is at once Dow- 
ie’s weakness and his strength. He writes, 
prints, circulates something every day. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch found Mrs. 
Hall at work with a typewriter in her of- 
fice. There were great heaps of Dowie lit- 
erature around her and a framed photo- 
graph of the leader of Zion on the wall. ‘ 

Mrs. Hall is large, almost 50 years of age, 
a blonde, and in appearance, manner, 
speech and fact a woman of the South. 

“I’m mighty glad you came in.” 

She has the manner of being a hard and 
earnest worker. She is a good talker—not 
a brilliant, nor yet an eloquent exponent of 
Dowieism, but doubtless very successful be- 
cause of the entire absence of bitterness 
and abuse in her defense of the Dowie sect, 
and the very simple manner in which she 
applies her faith. 

Zion isn’t dealing with a Christ of two 
thousand years ago. It deals with a Christ 
of this day, who can heal the sick in St. 
Louis today just as surely as he healed at 
Nazareth and Capernaum when he visited 
the earth. If you have a disease today it 
isn’t helping you to hear that Christ healed 
such a disease two thousand years ago, but 
that now he isn't on earth any more and 
cannot do any healing. Zion teaches that 
Christ is the same now as then.”’ 

Three months ago Dowie declared himself 
the reincarnation of the messenger of the 
covenant, fourth in line from Moses, Elijah 
and John the Baptist. Mrs. Hall believes

had them two thousand years ago? What 
is there about the Christian religion that

LAST OFA BANDIT GANG SEEKS PARDON 


DoOOOO 


Nine Years Ago He Was Captured After Two 


Brothers and Two Partners Were Slain in a 


Raid on Coffeyville, 


Kan., Banks; in Lansing 


Penitentiary He Is Longing for a Life of Re- 
spectability and His 70-Year-Old Mother Is 
Working for His Release. 


LANSING, Kan., Oct. 18. 

By a Staff Correspondent of the 

Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

MMETT DALTON'’S 70-year-old moth- 
er may open the gates of the Kansas 
penitentiary for this sole survivor of 

Ahat bandit band which became famous in 


1890-92 as the Dalton gang. 

~ He is in the Kansas penitentiary for life. 
unless the governor pardons him. 

At 20, led by two elder brothers, he was 
@ Dandit; at 29, sobered by nearly a decade 
of confinement, he longs for a place in the 
world such as five of his 10 brothers have 
attained a chance for respectability. 

Because his aged, but earnest, mother 
has rallied together all the law-abiding 
Daltons and their friends, and has caused 
them to supplicate for release in her son's 
behalf, Gov. Stanley has appointed Nov. 
% as the day upon which the Kansas 
@tate board of pardons will hear reasons 
why Emmett Dalton should not, as the law 
decreed, remain in captivity all the days of 
his life. 

Two years ago Mrs. Dalton sought to free 
her son. She failed. The time was not 
yet. Coffeyville had lost four good citizens 
in the fight when the Dalton gang under- 
took to raid her banks in 1892, and seven 
years had not been enough to cool the 
anger of the community. Coffeyville pro- 
tested, and pardon was refused. 

After waiting two more years,. Dalton’s 
mother made a new effort: this fall. The 
parole of the Younger brothers from Still- 
water gave her a new hope. If Minnesota 
could be lenient with the Youngers because 
the wild environment of their bandit days 
is no more, and they are as men born again, 
his old mother wondered why Kansas could 
not remember his youth, the leadership of 
his older brothers and his good and manly 
career in prison, and permit liberty for 
Emmett Dalton. 

The man for whom these efforts are be- 
ing made is a tailor here in the prison at 
Lansing. He is a silent and painstaking 
workman. He goes every morning from 
his cell to his cutter’s bench, fashions all 
day clothes for the officlals of the prison 
and its inmates, and returns to his cell at 
night. He has 1009 customers in the cells, 
and others among the officers and guards; 
@nd one every of them looks well dressed, 
for the clothes of this tailor fit. 

Any visitor to the prison would notice 
this tailor. He is six feet tall, muscular 
and athletic, and he weighs 170 pounds. He 
has a fine, smooth-shaven face, and steel 
gray eyes, and he is 29 years of age. Nine 
years ago a Coffeyville surgeon who dressed 
his -wounds after the battle which wiped 
out the Dalton gang, said of this sole sur- 
vivor: “This boy is the most magnificent 
specimen of manhood I ever saw. Shot 
to pieces as he is, he is an Apollo.”’ 

The last of the bandit Daltons has been 
plugged full of buckshot; he has served 
nine years at hard labor in a prison; he has 
gone from the wild life of a robber, rang- 
ing the woods and the plains, to the close 
confinement of a state penitentiary, where 
he must be silent as though he had no 
tongue and must spend all his nights and 
his evenings alone in his bolted cell; he has 
endured the scrutiny of visitors anxious to 
gee the most famous prisoner in Kansas, 
and he has seén two of his brothers shot 
down at his side and heard of the shoot- 
ing of another. But none of these things 
have broken him in body or spirit. I found 
his seeming as a man in whose life there 
had been naught but the usual quota of 
joy and sorrow. He was pleasant in man- 
ner, and hope, pleasure and gratitude found 
expression in his smile when he assured 
me that he knew of the effort to have him 
released and was in close touch and com- 
munication with his mother. 

Emmett Dalton is no common criminal, 
and is not regarded as such. The very 
personality of the“™man secures for him 
recognition as a law-breaker-of a higher, 
if more dangerous type. In the first place, 
he is a fine looking man with a good ad- 
dress. There is nothing rough or uncouth 
about him. He has about him an atmos- 
phere of personal strength, and one sees at 
@ glance that he _ exercises a certain 
mastery over the men around him. The 
vicious and criminal are not suggested by 
his intelligent face, and he is as unlike the 
common criminal of the St. Louis Four 
Courts av the Kansas plain is unlike a 
city street.. He is of that type of men of 
which the most famous representatives are

Cole Younger rode back into the gun muz- 
zles of all the citizen soldiery of Northfield 
and lifted to his own horse his wounded 
brother, Bob. Emmett' Dalton did the same 
thing at Coffeyville, falling before the bul- 
lets and buckshot of the town’s defenders, 
because he was not the sort who run away. 

The West likes this sort of man in a way— 
the man who will go back into the guns 
for his brother—and it is not least of the 
reasons why the Youngers are free and a 
day is set for hearing pleas for Emmett 
Dalton’s parole. 

The aged mother of Emmett Dalton has 
had trouble enough to have long ago sent 
her to her grave. The history of the family 
has been an almost continuous happening 
of the awful. Not all the Daltons were 
bad, but the bad ones were. numerous 
enough to keep up the rapid succession 
of family sensations once they were begun. 
Not even the James or Younger families 
contributed to crime as generously as did 
the Dalton family, which gave four sons 
as avowed bandits. 

Lewis Dalton, father of the notorious Dal- 
ton boys, was born.in Kentusry in 1824, 
and served through the Mexican war as a 
fifer. He blew the long roll at the battle 
of Buena Vista. In 1850 he moved to Mis- 
souri, locating in Jackson County, near In- 
dependence. In 1851 he married Adeline Lee 
Younger. Emmett Dalton says this woman 
was not a relative of the Younger boys, 
but it has always been supposed that she 
was. In 1860 the Dalton family suffered 
from the foreclosure of a mortgage upon 
their Missouri farm, and located near Law- 
rence, in Kansas. The father was a good 
man, with a penchant for fast horses. After 
this the family lived at Oswego, Kan,, then 
in the Indian Territory, and later still in 
Montgomery County, Kan. It went into 
Oklahoma when the country was opened in 
1889, and the father died there the next 
year. 

There were ten Dalton boys and three 
girls. They were a family of powerful and 
graceful figure. The boys were fond of 
the out-doors. They were expert marks 
men and horseman, and the year 1890 found 
four of them in the government service 
as deputy marshals. The Indian Territory 
was overrun by criminals. The Federal 
Court at Fort Smith employed men to ride 
these law breakers down and bring them 
in, that they might be imprisoned or 
hanged. The work of these deputies was 
not a task for faint hearts. 
hunting, which Cole Younger says is the 
most exciting hunting there is, and it was 
just to the liking of such dare-devils as 
the Daltons. Frank Dalton was the first to 
suffer. He was killed in a battle with out- 
laws. Bob Dalton became one of the famous 
marshals of the district. He would go 
single-handed after a dozen men, and he 
could shoot and ride as few men on the 
plains. Emmett was the third youngest of 
the ten boys. He had the build of a man 
at 17 years, and’rods the district with his 
brother Bob. He was only twenty when 
the gang rode into Coffeyville. In spirit, 
figure and years he was another Bob 
Younger, for the youngest of the Youngers 
was but twenty when the brothers raided 
Northfield. Youth at the time they launched 
into outlawry was one of the pleas made 
for the Youngers; Emmett Dalton’s mother 
feels that it may the more reasonably be 
urged for Emmett, who was twelve yéars 
younger than Cole Younger and eight years 
younger than Jim Younger at the respective 
times of their entering prison. 

As he took me in Warden Jewett had said 
to me: 

“Dalton is a quiet and orderly prisoner. 
He gives no trouble. He performs his work 
skillfully, and is a useful man in his de- 
partment. So far as I know his whole 
record here is good. He dislikes notoriety 
and I doubt if he will talk.’’ 

The warden led me through the doorway 
into the prison yard. Eight years and 
seven months ago Emmett Dalton walked 
through this entrance into his world of 
ten acres bounded by high stone walls. 

We walked past the library building, with 
its 2000 volumes; past a stone yard, where 
many silent-men sat breaking rocks; past 
a huge stone building in which many other 
silent men stood handling sisal in the man- 
ufacture of binding trime; far down the 
prison inclosure to a large brick building 
utterly devoid of ornament. 

Climbing the stairs to the second story, 
we came upon a scene such as one may 
observe in the clothing manufactories of 
St. Louis, except that the workmen do not 
talk and laugh here and they wear uni- 
forms of gray cloth with a Single black 
stripe down the side of each trouser leg. 
One accustomed to seeing the prison stripes 
of Illinois and Missouri would not readily 
recognize these men as convicts. Seen on 
the street, they would be taken for hotel 
porters, for the doorkeepers at metropolitan 
stores, or members of the town band. The 
gray dewey cloth of the Lansing prison 
is made into a full suit of trousers, vest, 
coat and cap, and the skill of Emmett Dal- 
ton as cutter in the tailor shop is such 
that all the clothing at Lansing fits. Aside 
from the prison uniforms and the clothes of 
the penitentiary officials, Dalton cuts the 
clothes worn away by convicts when they 
are discharged froni the prison. Warden 
Jewett Says the fit of these ts such that 
it is not possible to recognize an ex-convict 
from Lansing by the cut of his cloths. The 
warden said to me: 

“Dalton is an expert cutter. He could 
earn $100 a month in any outside tailor 
establishment. He has learned the busi- 
ness thoroughly. He is also a fine shoe 
cutter, We put him in charge of the shoe 
shop for a time, and he was of much value 
there; but his real trade is that of cutting 
suits; so we have put him back here.” 

Which suggested to my mind that men 
like the Daltons, whose exceptional dexter- 
ity enabled them to fire a rifie with great 
accuracy and yet never lift it to their 
shoulder, were likely to be dexterous at 
anything they undertook. It is one of the 
things Coffeyville will not soon forget that 
Bob Dalton did al) his shooting in the street 
battle by thrusting his rifle this way and 
that, firing continuously and yet never

The silent men in gray were working at 
their sewing machines. On a long table, at 
the front of the room, lay a bolt of the 
dewey cloth, partly spread out. 

A man in neat-fitting trousers and gray 
wool shirt stood behind a cutting table, 
cutting a coat. Around him were the claks, 
tapes and shears which go to make up a 
tailor’s tools. 

The man at the cutting table wore a black 
felt hat of that small pattern usually worn 
in an office. His whole air and garb were 
so lacking in the convict suggestion that [ 
thought him some sort of an overseer. 
When Warden Jewett stepped up to him 
I supposed it was to ask him to call Dalton 
forward. 

‘This is Emmett Dalton.” 

With this introduction to the man at the 
cutting table, I experienced a surprise. 
Surely this could not be one of the desper- 
ate men who rode hooting and shooting into 
the towns of the Southwest, plundering 
banks, trains and stores and killing their 
defenders! My impression had been that 
such men must be very forbidding in per- 
sonal appearance, with low brows and low- 
ering glare. 

Emmett Dalton is not such a man at all. 
He is the sort of man one sees around him 
every day—sane, sound, civil, with a good 
face and an atmosphere of wholesome 
Americanism about him. 

Despite his nearly nine years of prison 
routine, no soldier stands more erect than 
Emmett Dalton. Almost a giant in height 
and strength, with bright and unflinching 
eyes, he is far from the skulking convict of 
fiction... Even the prison stripe that dehu- 
manizes humanity could scarcely detract 
from his physical perfection. His smooth- 
shaven face is smooth and well rounded. 
He has clean, white teeth. There is nothing 
about him that is uncouth or slouchy. He 
does not look a day more than 25, though 
he told me he was 29 the third day of last 
May. ‘ 

It is not the easiest thing in the world to 
walk in-and talk to Emmett Dalton. He is 
the sort of prisoner with whom every priv- 
ileged person, visiting the prison, would 
like to talk. They would all like to have 
him tell them something of the wild life he 
led. The temptation to ask such prisoners 
for the story of their past fastens very 
strong upon some prison guests when they 
find once-terrible men safe in a cell. Dal- 
ton has always politely, but firmly, declined 
to talk. He is in-this respect like Jim 
Younger, who is so unlike his brother, 
Cole. .Almost every visitor to Stillwater 
prison of late years had a conversation 
with Cole, the laughing giant, who held 
forth in the hospital as head nurse. But 
what they got out of Colé was like the 
inside of a hoop. It was one of the re- 
freshing things in Stillwater for years to 
have Cole encounter some curious visitor. 
The big bandit’s skill in giving the applicant 
not a word of information and yet enlist- 
ing him as an advocate for the Youngers' 
parole amounted to genius. 

But I had come miles to see Dalton, and 
was not to be easily turned away. I found 
under his hard shell of silence a liking for 
conversation and a spirit of fellowship which 
indicated that, whatever he was to others, 
to his own associates he was likable and 
true: as steel. 

I thought as I talked with this man and 
looked into his mild, expressive eyes, that 
he knows the taste of some of the ex- 
tremes of life. He was raised in what is 
supposed to have been a good home, and he 
went out of it to the extremes of law 
breaking; he engaged in youth to hunt law 
breakers, and became himself a law breaker 
hunted; he had brotkzrs who were bandits 
and brothers who were good citizens; he 
lived the wild life of a bandit, hiding in 
wood and ravine with the trees many times 
his only shelter; with his ear set to catch 
while he slept the approach of a foe; with 
days in the saddle and nights in the camp, 
robbing banks and trains and always-mov- 
ing that no pursuer might overtake; with 
all the Southwest for his world, and more 
freedom than even the law will permit; 
and he came from that life to this—from 
the open plain to the little cell; from the 
outdoors to the indoors; from a routine 
which made him hard as steel and alert as 
a panther; from doing as he would to doing 
as he must; from being always with arms 
to being nine years without touching a 
gun or revolver; and his head was erect, 
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“Emmett Dalton is a tailor in the prison at Lansing. He is a silent 
and painstaking workman. He goes every morning from his cell to his 
cutter’s bench, tashions all day clothes for the officials of the prison and 
its inmates, and returns to his cell at night.”

KNOW of the effort that is being made 
to secure for me a pardon or a parole. 
lam always in communication with my 
mbdther, .and she keeps me fully informed. 
I am hopeful of being released. Of 
course I cannot know just what the chances 
are, but I am hopeful. My mother has 
worked so hard and has encouraged me un- 
til I have hope. 

There is one thing of which I am certain, 
and that is that if I ever get out of here 
I shall never be sent back. I hope I may 
some day be paroled. I am sure I would 
never violate my parole. That life is past, 
and I want to forget it. 

Have I decided what I shall do if re- 
leased? Oh no; it is too early to talk of 
that. I have two offers of employment, 
one with a Wichita tailor as a cutter, and 
another with a Kansas City livestock firm. 
I only know that I will do nothing to ad- 
vertise myself or attract attention to my- 
self. I want to live quietly, forgetting my 
old self and being forgotten as the man I 
was when I came here. I don’t believe in 
making money out of infamy. I made a 
great mistake as a boy. I have lived to 
learn what a great mistake it was. But I 
was young and impressionable amid wild 
scenes. 

There were ten of us boys. The im- 
pression that we were all outlaws is far 
from the truth. My brother Frank was a 
United States deputy marshal, and was 
killed in the discharge of his duty. This 
was in 1887. I have two brothers living in 
California who are successful business men, 
ana another living in Oklahoma who is 
doing well. None of these men ever had 
any connection with anything illegal. Then 
I have another brother, Simon, in the 
army. He is only about 22 now, but he has 
been a soldier several years, being now in 
the Philippines with the Thirty-sixth In- 
fantry. 

My mother and sister live near Kingfish- 
er, O. T. One of my sisters is married and 
lives tn Kingfisher, where her husband is 
the proprietor of an implement store. 

I am a Missourian. We lived on a farm 
near Belton, in Cass County, Mo. My fa- 
ther, who died in 1890, was a Kentuckian. 
My mother is a Missourian. We are not 
related to the Youngers. 

We removed from Missouri to Kansas, 
and lived a while at Coffeyville. My older 
brothers were fine marksmen and good 
horsemen, and they were ambitious. They 
got appointments as United States deputy 
marshals, three of them—Frank, Robert 
and Gratton. They were in the Fort Smith 
district, riding all through the Indian Ter- 
ritory. Several years before I was of age 
I went with my brother Bob to assist him 
in his duty. I was too young to be a full- 
fledged deputy. \ 

I could have made my escape at Coffey- 
ville if I had not gone back to help Bob. 
When we ran down the street toward our 
horses, people were shooting at us from 
every side. 

I did not fire a shot. 
shattered early in the 
my left hand with which to use my re- 
volver, but I did not fire it once. I realized 
it would be useless, and thought only to 
get away with my brothers. We had not 
intended killing anyone in the town. Noth- 
ing was said about killing anyone. We 
hoped to get away with the money in the 
banks and go to South America with it 
and settle down 

Of course, though, when a man fs cor- 
nered that way he is going to shoot, even 
though he is engaged in @ wrong deed. 
The boys shot to defend themselves. 

I reached my horse and unhitched him 
with my left hand. I galloped away with 
all those men shooting at me. After I had 
ridden about seventy-five yards, I heard 
Bob call to me. oe 


My right arm was 
fight. I still had 


. 
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I looked back and saw Bob down. I 
could not go away and leave him there. 
Bob had been good to me. He had always 
been closer to me than any of my brothers. 
I turned my horse around and rode back 
I did no shooting, as my revolver showed 
after they had captured me. It was fully 
loaded. 

When I reached Bob they were still 
shooting all along the alley. I think about 
fifteen men shot at me as I rode back, but 
none hit me. 

I reached down my hand to Bob, and he 
reached to me. I was going to pull him 
up on my horse. Just then a bullet struck 
me in the stomach. I saw Bob had a 
broken leg and could not get on the horse. 
He told me it was no use, and for me to 
save myself. 

An Instant later a load of shot struck me 
in the back and I fell. Bob was dead. 
They picked 33 shot out of my neck and 
back. I lay in bed 72 days. Then I pleaded 
guilty, and was sent here. 


CAREER OF THE DALTONS. 


HE Dalton boys first attracted atten- 
g 5 tion in 1889, when it was announced 
that Bob Dalton, the nerviest deputy 
marshal in the Indian Territory, had been 
discharged from the service because he had 
accepted bribes from criminals he had been 
sent to afrest. Bob admitted taking the 
bribes, saying the government owed him 
more than $200 which the red tape process 
made it impossible for him to get for so 
long that he was compelled to make money 
in some other way. 

Bob Dalton went direct to California after 
his suspension, and with him went his 
brothers, Gratton and Emmett. They lo- 
cated in California, and had not been there 
many months before there was a train rob- 
bery near Atilla, a daring job, in which the 
fireman of the train was killed. The Dal- 
tons were accused and indicted. They left 
the state, and for the next 18 months they 
made criminal history faster than it had 
been made since the Youngers and the 
James boys ranged. 

The Younger-James gang gave Missouri 
the train robbery. The. Daltons, equally 
ingenious, introduced dynamite as a means 
of opening express cars. 

The California train robbery, laid at the 
door of the Daltons, occurred Feb. 6, 1890. 
Grat remained in California, and Bob and 
Emmett hid in the Indian Territory. Ben- 
jamin Dalton, an older brother, who has 
always been of good behavior, has said 
since the Coffeyville affair that it was 
this California charge that drove his broth- 
ers into outlawry. Ben declared them in- 
nocent of the charge, but without means of 
setting aside certain circumstantial evidence 
which they understood to have been the 
means of securing their indictment. 

Soon after Bob and Emmett Dalton re- 
turned to the Indian Territory a Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas train was robbed at Lilli- 
étta. Grat Dalton was in jail in California 
at that time, but almost immediately he 
escaped and joined his brothers in the 
Territory. In a statement made at Coffey- 
ville when he thought himself dying, Em- 


mett admitted that he and Bob did this 
job to secure money for the release of Grat. 

By this time Bob, Grat and Emmet Dal- 
ton were all hunted for rewards. They hid 
in the wilds of the ‘Indian Territory and 
were joined by a band of bad men from 
Missouri, Arkansas, the Indian Territory 
and Texas, the crowd becoming known as 
the Dalton gang and doubtless ba@ng 
charged with many crimes they did net 
commit. 

From the time of the Lillletta robbery in 
1890 there were continuous news of the Dal- 
ton gang until it was wiped out at Coffey- 
ville. Though other outlaws joined his 
band, Bob Dalton never iost his place as |

Between jobs the gang hid in the Indian 
Territory, Arkansas and Kansas. They 
were familiar with every mile of the wilds 
in the territory and these two states, and 
had friends who protected them when they 
were sorely pressed. The railroad and ex- 
press companies heaped up rewards until 
they amounted to $25,000, and some of the 
expert man-hunters of the West went out 
or the Dalton trail, but there were no cap- 
tures. Well mounted and following a saga- 
cious leader, the Dalton gang ranged back 
and forth’for two years without ever losing 
more than one of its men until Coffeyville. 

The Coffeyville raid was the pet scheme of 
Bob Dalton. He had lived there, knew the 
banks, and was anxious to outdo the James 
and Younger exploits by riding boldly into 
the town in mid forenoon and plundering 
both banks at one haul. 

Coffeyville in October, 1892, was a little 
town typical of Kansas. It had a principal 
street, a town marshal, two banks and a 
community accustomed to hunting and us- 
ing firearms. It was quite as well prepared 
for defense as was Northfield before the 
James-Younger raid of 1876, and the raid 
upon it by. the Dalton gang was the boidest 
attempt of the sort by any of the 
famous bands of outlaws. It sur- 
passed in audacity anything the James 
boys or the Youngers had done, and 
because he wanted that his fame as 
a bandit should be the greatest in the 
West, Bob Dalton determined to make the 
raid, relying upon the very daring of the 
move to give it success. Bob told his men 


It was probably true, as Emmett falling while endeavoring to pull Bob up 
has said, that they only shot in self-defense. 
They killed two men in the train robbery 


on his horse. 

One other of the bandits gained his sad- 
dle. But he was shot so severely that he 
fell dead a half mile from the banks. 

When the smoke of battle cleared away 
there were eight dead men. The robbers 
had lost Bob and Grat Dalton, Joe Evans 
and John Moore, and their fifth man, Em- 
mett Dalton, has been shot until it was 
thought he could not live. The citizens had 
lost T. C. Connelly, the city marshal, whe 
was killed by Bob Dalton. L. M. Baldwin, 
a bank clerk, had been shot through the 
head; G. W. Cubine, a merchant, had also 
been shot through the head, and C. J. 
Brown, a shoemaker, and Thomag G. Ayres, 
a bank cashier, had been badly shot, the 
latter receiving a mortal wound in the 
groin. Other persons had slight wounds, 
John Kloehr, a liveryman, whose skill with 
a Winchester equaled that of Bob Dalton, 
killed Bob and Grat Dalton, and shot Bm- 
mett in the stomach without getting «a 
scratch in return. The money taken from - 
the banks, amounting to $21,000, was recov- 
ered where Bob and Grat Dalton fell. 

After Coffeyville there was no more of the 
Daltons until 184, when Bill Dalton was 
killed while leading a band of outlaws in/a 
job in the Indian Territory.

The long-horn has become extinct in Tex- 
as, and in its place on the vast ranches 
flourishes the blooded: Durham, the short- 
horn, the Pole-Augus and the Hereford. 
The scientist of future ages who digs. up 
the remains -of.the.present race in Texas 


will study the fossil long-horn with as 


Much wonderment and interest as his proto- 
type of today studies the bones of the mas. 
todon. 

Probably ‘in all the vast range of evolu- 
tion there is no other instance of so rapid 
2 disappearance of a species as is present- 
ed in the case of the Texas long-horn. Of 
all the millions -of cattle of this variety 
that once ranged the pastures of Texas 20 
years ago there remain only a few forlorn, 
lonely specimens which are objects of cur- 


as freaks to be exhibited.at county fairs. 
The animal whose spreading horns occupy 
most of the space in the accompanying pic- 
ture was one of these; a remnant of a race 
that was once a host. Soon he and his 
few brothers and sisters will die of old age 
and then the long-horn will be literally ex- 


tinct. 
It is the pride of Texas stockmen that this 
is so. They laugh at the visitor from an- 


ether state, whose ideas of Texas cattle 
raising have not kept pace with its develop- 
ment, and who comes expecting to find the 
long-horn still in his glory.

disp'ay in the South. The management. is 
especially liberal in its offers of premiums 
in this*class, and this policy has had the 
desired effect of exciting a lively rivalry 
among the stock raisers-of the state. And 
the exhibit does not represent merely a few 
fancy stockfarms, where fine, blooded cat- 
tle are raised as a specialty. The ordinary 
ranchman comes in with'‘his bunch of heif- 
ers or steers, his horses and brood mares, 
having no fear of showing his stock along- 
side those of the specialist. 

This fair in San Antonio is a factor tn the 
growth of trade between the United States 
and Mexico that deserve to be encour- 
aged. The Mexican comes here more readi- 
ly than he goes to the cities of the North, 
because here he finds a city and a people 
that remind him of home. He finds here his 
own language, his own church, his own pco- 
ple, and the food he prefers. For these rea- 
sons the St. Louis manufacturer and whole- 
sale merchants are learning to appreciate 
the advantages of an opportunity to dis- 


Last spring when the delegation of St. 
Louis business men toured Texas, they 
were entertained here at a Mexican supper.

ia E is the finest horse I ever rode or 


ever saw,’ was President Roosevelt’s 
commendation of a St. Louis horse, 


when he sees it, and particularly when 
astride of it. , 

The horse he praised was Village Boy, 
and when Mr. Roosevelt rode !t out through 
Forest Park to the Country Club and back 
to town again he was not even vice-presi- 
dent: he was in St. Louis speaking in the 
campaign of the fall of 1900. 

One day during his stay in St. Louis he 
complained of lack of exercise and said he 
would like to take a ride. He was-out in 
Forest Park at the time, and was at once 
offered the use of Village Boy, said to be 
the finest saddle horse in St. Louis. He ac- 


cepted the horse with his usual courtesy 
and galloped away into the country. He en- 
joyed the ride immensely and was full of 
fire and enthusiasm when he returned. He 
thanked Mr. C. F. Blanke, the owner of 
Village Boy, for his use, and added: ‘‘He 
is the finest horse I ever rode or ever saw.” 

When Mr. Roosevelt ascended to the 
presidency Mr. Blanke remembered his 
warm words of appreciation and praise for 
the horse, and, desiring to present Village 
Bov to Mr. Roosevelt, wrote him the fole 
lowing letter: 

Having always been an admirer of your 
recom] in puble affairs it was with much 
pleasure that I met you in this city in the 
fall of 1800, when you were candidate for 
vice-president of the United States. 

You may remember the horse Village Boy 
which you rode from Forest Park to the 
Country Club at that time. I have al- 
jays remembered with pleasure the re- 
mark you made about him. Now that the 
arduous duties of the presidency will not 
admit of your taking the amount of exer- 
cise in which you have found so much 
pleasure you will probably wish to indulge 
in the most convenient, which may be horse- 
back riding. I eball feel highly hon- 
ored if you will accept as a token of my 
respect and regard Village Boy, the horse 
you admired. 

In considering this I hope you will ap- 
preciate, sir, how much of an honor I 
will regard its acceptance, 


Following the precedent of former occue 


pants of the White House Mr. Roosevelt 
was compelled to refuse Village Boy, which 
his private secretary, George B. Cortelyou, 
did in the following letter: 
My Dear Sir—The President requests me 
to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
and to assure you of his genuine pleasure at 
your generous offer. He has already se- 
cured a horse, but he wishes me to thank 
you cordially for your thought of him, and 
to say that he appreciates the offer just as 
much as though he were dble to accept i. 

Mr. Blanke says: “I bought Village Boy 
seven years ago when he was 6 years old. 
He is a beautiful animal. His coat is dark, 
giossy, seal brown, many persons call it 
black, and it is as soft and fine as the fur 
of a sealskin coat, and never changes win- 
ter or summer. He has all the fashionable 
gaits, and some of the menage, but I have 
never encouraged him in these. In style and 
action he is incomparable, yet he is one 
of the most serviceable horses I[ ever 
owned. I have not much time for riding 
during the day, so I ride him from my 
home to my office in the morning and back 
again at night, the same as if he was a 
common hack, and he enjoys the work. 

‘Village Boy is'a most attractive horse 
and compels the eye everywhere, not only 
by his deep, rich color, satin-like hide and 
his spirited action, but by his peculiar 
marking. On his forehead blazes a pure 
white star and a dazzling bar of white is 
above each hind hoof. He could not have 
been more perfectly marked to order. 

‘“‘He was sired by Moss Rose, in his day 
an exceptionally fine show horse. Moss Rose 
was by the celebrated saddle stallion Mont 
Rose. 

“I was recently offered $5000 for Village 
Boy, but I will not sell Rim, although I 
should have been very proud to see him in 
the President’s stable.”’ 


WHEN TO WATER PLANTS. 


i flowers are potted properly very little 


care is required afterward. A little 

broken brick or similar material should 
be placed in the bottom of the pot and the 
earth sprinkled with a little sand to prevent 
the soil from becoming soggy. This also 
keeps the water from remaining too icng 
about the roots. 

In watering the plant saturate the earth 
thoroughly and do not water it again until 
the surface of the soil looks slizhtly dry. 

Some people think it necessary to water 
growing plants daily, whether they need it 
or not, and then wonder why they do not 
flourish. 

Keep the flower pots in about an ineh or 
two of sand if in the house where the tem- 
perature is a tritie high. This will prevent 
them from drying out too quickly. 

Do not fail to keep the flowers free from 
dead leaves and branenes. In sprinkling be 
careful not to pour a heavy stream of wa- 
ter upon the plant. [tf you have not a wa- 
tering pot handy let the water puss through 
any kind of a sieve. 
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JAPANESE POODLES IMPORTED FOR. A ST. LOUIS FANCIER A 


R, ANDREW DARLING, a veterile 
nary surgeon of Old Orchard, probe 
ably imports more Japanese spanieis 

than any other dog fancier in the state. At 
present the doctor has but two animals of 
this breed, but a shipment of six is en 
route from Japan by way of San Francisco. 

Might months ago Dr. Darling, through 
an agent, purchased eight Japanese span- 
icis. Six of these died on shipboard. The 
other two arrived safely and have been in 
excellent. health since. 

ne of these, Totaro, Is a prize animal, 
having taken premiums at Pittsburg, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago and Atlanta dog shows. He 
is valued at $500, 

Totaro weighs five pounds, All Japanese 
Spaniels are small, running from four to 
nine pounds. They may be held in one hand 
with ease. The general color of this breed 
is white, with black markings. 


Japanese spaniels correspond to the Blen- 
heim or King Charles breed, which is 
known in America. The average value of 
one of these Japanese dogs in the United 
States is about $250. Exceptionally fine oneg 
like Totaro command much higher prices. 

In Japan these dogs may be bought at a 
comparatively low figure, but Dr. Darling's 
expenses in having the first lot of animals 
shipped to this country are estimated by 
bim as follows:

N MAY %, 1899, a New Mexico 
ranch owner, a young man 
of rugged ‘features, soft volce 

and pleasant manners, walked into the of- 

fice of the sheriff of Socorro County and 
had himself appointed deputy sheriff for 
the county. 

Six months later, at the Polo. Grounds 
in New York; Yale was defeated for thé 
first and only time in her football history, 
by a team other than her historic rivals, 
Harvard and Princeton. 

Weekes, Columbia's fleet-footed wonder, 


ran around the end In the second half an@ 
scored the only touchdown of the day. The 
man who put: out of the game the Yale end 
rush, thus making possible what was from 
its significance, the most sensational run 
ever made on a football field, was the: 
ranch-owner and deputy sheriff of Socorra 
County, the greatest football player that 
ever wore blue and white—William R. Mor« 
ley. ’ 

Morley prepared at Chester Military Col« 
lege, Pennsylvania, and spent his summers 
on his ranch at Oatil. 

Immediately upon his entrance at Colum-< 
bia, Coach Sanford’s unerring eye sized 
Morley up as a football player, and he was 
sent into the Princeton game behind the as 
yet untried Columbia line and distinguished 
himself by carrying the ball to the 16-yard 
line in the teeth of one of the strongest 
teams Princeton has ever had. Princeton 
won by the small score of 11 to 0, half of 
which came from a “Poe run.” 

Morley is fair-haired, is 2 years of age, 
5 feet 10% inches in height, weighs 188 
pounds and is as hard as steel. 

Morley’s style of play is essentially fierce 
and dangerous. When he Is in a game 
there is no mincing of matters, though, like 
nearly all football players, he may be mild 
enough off the fleld. The greatest football 
players have always been men whose play- 
ing possessed an element of the dangerous 
—men who did not stop to consider the 
chance of injury to themselves or others, 
whose dttention was riveted to the gamé, 
and who went into plays with every pound 
of muscle back of their efforts. 

Frank Hinkey, running down the fielaé In 
93, collided with Blake of Princeton, who 
had just caught a long punt of Butter- 
worth’s and was running it In. Hinkey, at 
full speed, dove forward as a matter of 
course. The collision resulted disastrously 
to the Yale captain, who finished out the 
game with a torn neck, 

Lewis of Harvard welghed only 188 
pounds, but there was not a 200spounder in 
the country who cared to face this mani, 
whose motions were as quick and terrible 
as those of a panther. 

Poe of Princeton, away back In ‘87, was . 
the inventor of the famous low-dive tackle, | 
in which the tackler left the ground and 
dove bodily through the air long before ie 
reached the runner. If his calculation was 
right his fall was broken by contact with 
the runner, otherwise the tackler struck 
the ground projectile fashion.

~ EMPEROR WILLIAM WANTS 


“AN AMERICAN BUFFAL 


OOOOOOOOHOOSOOOOO] SOS 


The Crazy Bull of Lost Park, Colo., 
~, the Finest of the Herds That Once . 

Filled Our Western Prairies, May 
Become the Property of Germany’s - 


Ruler. 


HE Emperor of Germany wants to buy 

T and remove to Germany the largest 

and finest living specimen of the 

American buffalo. Russia’s Czar has all 
the survivors of bison on aurocks in Russia, 
and the German ruler is envious. 

This finest of buffaloes is what is known 
as the crazy bull of Lost Park. He has 
been captive in the Lost Park of Colorado 
several years, and is so savage his keepers 
find it necessary to ostracise him from the 
society of his kind and keep him in a cor- 
ner of the park where there is nothing he 
may harm. Here the great bull paws, bel- 
lows and ranges, and authorities who have 
seen him say there is no other buffalo that 
compares with him in size and massive 
beauty. 

The animal ~ which Emperor William 
would have represented in the Gerran Zoo 
is not so rare as is commonly supposed. 
There are ‘some ten or twelve private herds 
in the United States from which the Em- 
peror might have purchased a good speci- 
men of the American buffalo. though none 
of them include any such distinct specimen 
as the mad bull of Lost Park. The largest 
herd in the country is that of a half-breed 
Flathead Mdian named Pablo. Pablo is ac- 
counted more than twice a millionaire. He 
has an immense tract of land on the Ne- 
vada reservation given his people, and pas- 
tures there 106,000 head of cattle and 150 
buffaloes. None of the Pablo buffaloes are 
éver sold. Unless it is true that there are 
atill a few wild buffaloes in Manitoba, those 
of Pablo are the wildest on the continent, 
for they fe upon an almost limitless 
pasts::- at the foot of Flathead Lake, and 
are seldom seen by any one but the Pablo 
cowboys and oftentimes at long intervals 
by these. They flee from horsemen as read- 
ily as buffaloes fled on the plains 50 years 
ago. 

Another big herd of buffaloes is that of 
one Allard, a nephew of Pablo. Allard has 
more than 50 buffaloes, and, unlike his uncle 
Pablo, he sells them to anyone who will 
pay his price..Cows are worth $400 and bulls 
are worth even more, according to their 
age, size and condition. Some of the big 
bulls are valued at $1000, the head and neck 
alone having a value of $200 and $300 for 
mounting. 

Last spring the firm of Burgess & Han- 
son, stockmen at Luana, Ia., went into the 
buffalo business. The firm purchased more 
than 50 buffaloes, getting eight cows from 
the Allard herd, on the Flathead Indian 
reservation. All the specimens purchased 


Were shipped to Iowa, and the buffalo herd 


on the pasture near Luana is one of the 
chief things of interest in that part of the 
state. 


Single specimens or buffalo, pairs and 
small herds, are scattered through many 
parts of the country, so that there must be 
something like a thousand captive buffalo 
on the continent. They are hardy, too, and 
the likelihood of their kind becoming ex- 
tinct is not so great now as it was 15 years 
ago, when the wild buffalo disappeared and 
the captive herds were few and small. 

The slaughter of the wild buffalo of North 
America was the quickest and cleanest 
trick of extinction ever turned by the hunt- 
ers of any age, for of all the animals na- 


, tive to North America the buffalo was the 


most numerous when the white man came. 
An innumerable horde, the buffalo ranged 
north in spring and south in, the autumn 
in numbers beside which all the armies of 
history would have been but a handful of 
men. Audubon calls them “the most im- 


_ portant of all our contemporary American 
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quadrupeds,”’ and such an excellent au- 
thority as this celebrated student of nat- 
ural history says the. buffalo in his halcyon 
days ranged over all that part of the con- 
tinent between the Rocky Mountains and 
the Atlantic coast, the first Europeans in 
South Carolina having killed buffaloes on 
the seaboard. 


In 1%3 Audubon came to St. Louis and 
went up the Missouri river on a steamboat. 
He relates that on this ascent of the river 
the saw thousands upon thousands of buf- 
faloes. On the upper river their curiosity 
concerning the steamer was such that they 
would stand on the banks of the river and 
watch this singular visitor pass. The great 
naturalist avers that he saw at times so 
many buffaloes they blackened the plains 
as far as the eye could reach; that great 
herds of them constantly crossed the Mis- 
souri, many of the weaker animals drown- 
ing while attempting the swim; that the 
favorite crossing places of the herds were 
marked by banks worn round and smooth, 
and that along both banks of the stream 
the buffaloes themselves and the evidences 
of their long habitation were so numerous 


._ @s to enguif the mind when attempting any 


approximation of their number. 

In these days of the buffalo the buffalo 
robe was an important article of commerce 
in St. Louis, and some buffalo meat came 
to the city. The robes were worth $10 and 
$12 for first-class specimens; now a good 
buffalo robe selis in St. Louis for $60, and 
not many of them are to be had. The sup- 
ply of new robes was exhausted years ago. 
The early fur traders secured buffalo robes 
from the Indians for almost nothing. A 
piece of tobacco, a string of beads, powder 
and balls, firearms, knives, liquor, etc., 
served the trader in this traffic, and the 
buffalo robe would have brought even less 
than $10 in the Str Louis market had it 
not been that trips into the buffalo coun- 
try entailed hardship and great expense, 
the per cent of loss in steamboat accidents 
alone being such that when’ the buffalo 
robes reached St. Louis after their long 
journey down the Missouri! they were five 
and six times as valuable as they had been 


in the buffalo country. 


“ 


Buffalo meat had never much value. Bulls 
were well-nigh unpalatable; few Indians 
or hunters attempted to take from a buf- 
falo bull anything but the tongue and 
brains. The meat of the cow was better, 
and that of the calves was the best. Au- 


A great many stockmen have undertaken 
to combire the good qualities of the meat 
of buffaloes and domestic cattle by cross- 
breeding, but the inferiority of the buffalo 
meat has been such that all such efforts 
were long ago abandoned. Audubon tells 
of a Kentucky stockman who experimented 
along this line for 20 years, and finally 
reached the conclusion that the buffalo 
could only serve man as an ox in yoke, his 
strength being much greater than that of 
the dumestic oxen, and all his movements 
being quicker. This Kentuckian found the 
buffalo docile in yoke and easily managed. 
There is no mention by Audubon that he 
ever heard of another person yoking buf- 
faloes. i 

Buffaloes grow to great weight, the aver- 
age bull of the prairie buffalo weighing as 
much as 1800. Many bulls weigh more than 
200) pounds, and the crazy bull the Em- 
peror of Germany would buy weighs more 
than 2500 pounds. 

The age of the buffalo is between 20 and 
25 years. They are hardy and not swhbject 
to many of the diseases affecting domestic 
cattle. 

The buffalo is perhaps the quickest and 
fleetest of all big animals. Audubon says 
he has seen buffaloes, when surprised by 
hunters, leap to their feet with an agility 
little short of astounding. He was also 
impressed with their ability to get under 
full headway with the first two or three 
leaps, their ability in. this respect being 
equal to that of a rabbit. 

The speed of the buffalo reaches its high- 
est development in a 2-year-old cow. The 
bulls are always slower than the cows, and 
the young buffalo is always faster than the 
old. Many hunters relate that young buf- 
faloes are often too much for a mounted 
horse, their endurance being quite remark- 
able. Fleet horses easily overtake the older 
animals, especially the heavy bulls. 

The greatest of buffalo hunters were the 
Mandan Indians, who lived on the upper 
Missouri, and were destroyed by pestilence 
even before the disappearance of the great 
herds of the plains. 

Lewis and Clarke, Catling, Audubon and 
still other early visitors to the buffalo coun- 
try tell of the prowess of the Mandan buf- 
falo hunters. These Indians were a numer- 
ous tribe, skilled in horsemanship and the 
use of the bow and arrow to an excep- 
tional degree, and practicing great daring 
in the ghase. Mounted upon the fleetest of 
trained Indian ponies, and stripped and 
painted for the hot work before them, a 
great troop of Mandan hunters would de- 
part from the villages to hunt the buffalo. 
Approaching the herds, this cavalcade 
would spread out in a long line and ad- 
vance in a walk without noise, seeking to 
get as near as possible before the buffaloes 
fied. Once the herd did break, the Indians 
were after them, dashing into the herd 
with the greatest daring and driving arrows

into the game at such elase range that the 
sharp tip almost always penetrated the 
heart, causing almost instant’ death: Cat- 
lin and Audubon witnessed some of these 
big hunts with the greatest. admiration for 
the skill and daring of the hunters. An 
arrow did not kill unless it struck to the 
heart, and he was adjudged a poor hunter 
who fired more than once at the same 
beast. It may be imagined with what dan- 


ger to themselves these Indians slaughtered 
buffaloes in this wise, for to be unhorsed 
in the flying herd was to be trampled to 
death. Audubon says the ponies performed 
feats of dodging of which a horse would 
not be thought capable, the riders of the 
more ‘skillful ponies using neither saddle 
nor bridle and plying the bow and arrow 
with full confidence that the horses they 
rode would cary them safely through. 
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The Assinaboine Indians were also fa- 
mous buffalo hunters, as were the Gros 
Ventres, the Blackfeet and the Crow. All 
the western tribes hunted the animals, and 
some of these made lIcng annual pilgrim- 
ages to the plains for this purpose,

already under way, and before the snow 
covers the plains none will be left. 

A mustang hunt, as pursued in Arizona, 
is as exciting a sport as chasing the an- 
telope, and considerably more dangerous. 

In 1857 a band of emigrants were massacred 
at Mountain Meadow by the Mormons and 
their horses escaped to the mountains and 
plains. From time to time the horses of 
ranchmen and soldiers were stampeded by 
Indians or strayed away and were lost. 
These bred and multiplied in the years that 
have intervened until there were so many 
of them that they have become a menace 
to the range. They have become so bold 
that they overrun the grass lands and 
drive cattle away from the water runs. 

Ranchmen, armed and mounted, to the 
number of about forty, gathered at Pipe 
Spring, Ariz., to join in the hunt. There were 
men from southwestern Utah, New Mexico 
and all parts of Arizona in the party. Each 
man had relays of fresh horses to enable 
him to keep up with the pursuit. 


The party was led by Mathoniah Miles, 
one of the largest ranchmen of Coconino 
County. He directed the hunters to spread 
out in a long line, well separated, and only 
close enough together that they might hear 
signals and pass them on. 


The wild mustangs travel in bands or 
droves of from 20 mares and colts, under the 
leadership of one stallion, to droves of from 
100 to 300 with several stallions to guard and 
lead them. Numerous bands of mustangs 
had been seen recently in the vicinity, driv- 
en from the mountain canyons to the lower 
and broader valleys for grass and water. 
They had been poaching on the preserves of 
the cattle and sheep, and were extremely 
unwelcome to the cowmen. 


The hunting party pursued its way for 
an hour or two without seeing any mus- 
tangs, although signs of them were found 
everywhere in the trampled and muddy wa- 
ter holes and the close-cropped range. 

Suddenly they came upon a big. black stal- 
lion standing on the prairie like a bronze 
statue, curiously watching their approach. 
As the party passed to leeward of the stal- 
lion and he got their scent, he threw up his 
head in a neigh like a trimpet blast and 
was off like a bolt of lightning. He wage the 
sentinel of a drove. 

The hunters put spurs to their horses and 
were after him. They saw him come up 
with a herd of 50 or more mares and fillies 
and half-grown stallions, that were at a 
water hole drinking. 


They pounded over the broken prairie, down 
into coulees and up the other side, through 
cactus and greasewood, and over treacher: 
ous prairie dog towns. For many miles the 
chase endured. One by one the hunters 
dropped out, their horses™dead beat, until 
only a half dozen were left to pursue. 

A colt dropped out of the fleeing herd ex- 
hausted. Its mother swung out and gal- 
loped back to defend it. She stood beside it, 
her forelegs stiffened, her eyes blazing with 
anger, her wide-open crimson-lined nostrils 
snorting defiance, and her ears flattened 
viciously, awaiting the approach of two of 
the hunters. As they neared the colt the 
mare dashed at them, her razor-like hoofs 
as hard and sharp as steel, cleaving the air 
with rapid, sword-like strokes. Had a blow 
from one of her hoofs landed it would have 
ripped flesh like a cutlass. 

The hunters flew before her, and from a 
distance roped her front legs, threw her 
and bound her. Then they roped the colt. 
Mother and son were tied to a rock and left 
behind squealing and struggling in impo- 
tent rage. 

The herd was beginning to run out now, 
and as it lagged the hunters gained. 

George Milton, cowman and crack shot 
with the rifle, paused an instant and taking 
careful aim fired. He dropped a mare. 
Again he shot—another mare plunged to 
earth. And so he shot until he had brought 
a half dozen mustangs to the sod. 

He threw bullet after bullet at the stal- 
lion, but the fine, brave, black beast es- 
caped unharmed. 

Suddenly the mustangs left the line of 
their flight, swerving to the right, and get- 
ting into the broken country. Here the 
steepness of the ground ascending to the 
mountains retarded them. They kept swerv- 
ing further and further to the right, and 
their course led them into a trap. 

A short distance further on was the 
mouth of a canyon, seeing which the mus- 
tangs, thinking freedom from pursuit lay 
beyond, dashed into it. 

The canyon was open, and presented free 
running for a short distance. Then a ledge 
began that led up gradually until it lay 
along about one-third of the way up the 
side of the canyon and parallel with the 
bottom, which was about forty feet below. 

This afforded practically the only course 
where travel was possible. Along this 
ledge the mustangs madly plunged, with 
the hunters far in the rear, but still in 
sight of their terrified prey. 

The stallion in the lead came to a sudden 
stop. He had feached the edge of a deep 
gorge.

The Christian Science parent sends his 
child here that he may be instructed and 
Geveloped, not so much in a school of Chris- 
tian Science, as in a school with an atmos- 
phere of Christian Science.

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ing have thus far met the needs of the 
school. Within a few days there will be 
completé a third building which will have 
on its first floor the principal's office, the 
library, kindergarten and class rooms, and 
on the second floor a studio, a music room 
and a boys’ dormitory. 

The principal of the school is Mrs. Mary 
Kimball Morgan, who is also its founder. 
Mrs. Morgan is a Christian Scientist, Three 
years ago she undertook the maintenance 
of a school for her own children and the 
children of some of her friends who agreed 
with her that the public School does not af- 
ford that atmosphere which should be the 
chief factor in the daily development of the 
child. 

Mrs. Morgan's chief criticism of the public 
school is that its methods of teaching are 
hurried and superficial, with too little re- 
gard for the moral and spiritual develop- 
ment of the child. 

Mrs. Morgan believed there should be a 
school where te greatest care should be 
taken to deve in the child a high sense 
of honor an lesire to do right for the 
sake of . - ' 


established upon what Christian Science 
points out as the right basis. 

Finding no other person to establish such 
a school, Mrs. Morgan established it her- 
self. Pupils came to her in increased num- 
bers. She made thé Principia a day and 
boarding school, making it compulsory that 
at-least one of the parents of every pupil 
subscribe to the Christian Science faith. 

In the third year of her- work Mrs. Mor- 
gan finds the Principia supported by a syn- 
dicate of St. Louis Christian Scientists. It 
has 19 boarding pupils and 77 pupils in all. 
ft has three buildings,-each of considerable 
extent. In one of these is a well-equipped 
gymnasium, in which will aiso be opened 
very soon a manual training school. There 
are wide and beautiful lawns, with forest 
trees, lawn tennis and basket ball courts 
and a croquet ground. So the Principia has 
frown quite pretentious from the little 
schoal for her own children which Mrs. 
Morgan opened in 1898, | 

The curriculum of the Principia is not 
dissimilar to that of other secular schools. 
It is the manner and method of presenting 
the various studies that makes it- an Am- 
provement upon the public school in the 
eye of the Christian Science parent. The 
studies range from the primary to the acad- 
emic.. The first years are devoted to a thor- 
ough and searching work in reading, spell- 
ing, arithmetic and industrial art, and the 
studies are similarly familiar throughout, 
so that if the boy in the Principia-is to 
have any adyva@ntage over the boy in the 
publie sch of St. Louis it.is because of 
the diffe methods employed by the Prin- 
cipla in présentation: The Principia em- 
ploys the Pollera synthetic method in spell- 
ing, and th: Word pleture method in read- 
ine. and Morgan Ibelleves these devel- 
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op understanding and 
grasping the idea. 

The effort made to familiarize the pupil 
with the things he studies is illustrated by 
the method of teaching geography. The pu- 
pils are given books of travel, magazine and 
newspaper articles, pictures and photo- 
graphs of lands, cities and people. Teach- 
ers and pupils read books of travel, of eth- 
nology and of biology—anything that will 
serve to fix in the pupil's mind the location 
of countries and parts of countries, and 
their relations to others. 

In the study of history the pupil is urged 
to realize the consequences of failure to dis- 
tinguish between the false and the true. In 
teaching the English language a good work- 
ing vocabulary is made a point of special 
Study in the upper grades. 

Much attention is given to the develop- 
ment of an understanding of true living, es- 
pecially in its application to the home. 

Every one in the Principia learns to draw. 
It is the belief of Mrs. Morgan that no one 
is without the capacity to understand and 
express art, and effort is made to lead the 
pupil to see his’ own ability to express 
thought in form and color. Twice a week 
Frederick Oaks Sylvester teaches the more 
advanced pupils in charcoal, pencil and pen 
and ink drawing, and he will endeavor to 
gradually and naturally lead them into ex- 
pressing themselves in color. The faculty of 
the Principia admits that some pupiis have 
greater natural talent for art than others, 
but it does not admit that anyone is wholly 
without talent. So all the pupils of the Prin- 
cipia draw. — 

As no pupil is admitted to be without ar- 
tistic ability, so is there no such thing In 
the Princlyia as a child without an ear for 
music. Al’ the pupils participate in the mu- 
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They are all taught to 
think music. Teaching the pupil to think 
things is one of the things upon which the 
Principia insists. 

The spirit of the Principia is very home- 
like. The pupils enjoy freedom of the build- 
ings and grounds. The appointments and at- 
mosphere of the place are patterened after 
those of the homes cf the children who at- 
tend, and the parents of these are persons 
of means. Once a week there is a faculty 
meeting, and on the first Tuesday of each 
month there is a meeting of the faculty and 
the parents of the children. The object of 
these meetings is the betterment of the 
school. It is Mrs. Morgan's idea that the 
parents should have a voice in the culture 
of their children and their inteHigent and 
active co-operation with the faculty is earn- 
estly sought.

Principia each morning. Otherwise Chris- 
tian Science is not taught. 

The dormitories of the girls are as home- 
like as their own bedrooms at home. Three 
girls sleep in each of the large chambers, 
and the walls are decorated with posters 
and photographs and the tokens and tro- 
phies of girlhood. Over one girl's bed a 
large crimson flag with white letters spell- 
ing “Harvard” is tacked, and there are be- 
ribboned tennis rackets and pictures of 
Maud Adams, and things of that sort. 

The boys are more plainly and substanti- 
ally housed on the third floor of the hall, 
which they will soor ive for their own 
snug dormitory over new school. 

It is not“all work .. any means at the 
Principia. School is out at 3 o'clock every 
afternoon, except. when Mr. Sylvester 
teaches his drawing classes. From 3 o’clock 


until the dinner hour the time is given over 
to sports in the park under the guidance of 
a teacher. 

Should a stranger wander by the path up 
through this beautiful park of Principia and 
see these gently bred children at play in the 
tennis courts and the lawns, and hear their 
laughter he would think he had strayed into 
the grounds of a private home of opulence 
and culture.

Itching of the Scalp. 
GRATEFUL READER.—If you will 
A wash your head twice a week with 

a shampoo made according to the 
directions I give you I am certain the itch- 
ing will be relieved. 

Get a cake of’bichloride of mercury soap 
(imported is best) and cut it into halves, 
and shave one-half into fine bits. Dissolve 
in boiling water. You may set the mixture 
on the stove over a gentle heat, if you 
choose. You should have water enough to 
form a jelly-like mixture when cold. To 
use, first wet the hair thoroughly with clear 
water, then rub the soap mixture into the 
hair, taking care that every particle of the 
scalp is thoroughly saturated with the mix- 
ture. Then give the head a shampoo as 
directed. ’ 

A Bleach for Tan. 

ARLINE.—I give you a formula wich has 
been frequently printed. it is the best 
bleach I know of: for the purpose you re- 
quire: 

Bichloride of mereury in coarse powder, 
10 grains; distilled water, 1 pint. Agitate 
the two together until a complete solution 
is obtained. Then add one-half ounce of 
glycerine. Apply with a smail sponge as 
often as agreeable. This is not strong 
enough to blister and skin the face in aver- 
age cascs. It may be increased or reduced 
in strength by adding to or taking from 
the amount of bichloride of mercury. Do 
not forget that this last ingredient is a 
powerful poison and should be kept out of 
the reach of children and ignorant persons. 
You might try the antikink pomade, as it 
is called, which is said to make curly hair 
straight. I cannot vouch for it, but it is 
at least harmless. Here it is: 

Beef suet, 8 ounces; yellow wax, 1 ounce; 
castor oil, 1 ounce; benzoic acid, 5 grams; 
oll of lemon, % gram; oil of cassia, 8 drops. 

Mix the suet and wax over a slow heat, 
and add the castor oil and acid and aliow 
to properly cool; then add the other oils. 
Apply to the hair as any other pomade Is 
applied. 

Lotion for Enlarged Glands. 

JUDITH.—I give you a lotion which is 
excellent for enlarged giands: 

lodide of potassium, 3) grains; iodine, 14 
grains; soft water, 1 pint. Dissolve by agi- 
tation in half of the water and add the 
remainder. Use this wash for the swelling. 
Label the bottle carefully. 


To Make the Hair Grow. 

IDA.—You should have scalp massage. 
Try this tonic. Apply to the rovts every 
night. It is called the resorcin hair tonic: 

Sulphate of quinine, 15 grains; acetic acid, 
1 dram; resorcin, 50 grams; water, 2 ounces; 
oll of eucalyptus, 1 dram; tincture of can- 
tharidées, 1% drams; alcohol, 6 ounces, Mix 
all. Dissolve by agitating in a bottle and 
filter before using. 

Lotion Causes Pain. 

MRS. L.—Your skin must be in an ecx- 
tremely sensitive condition if the lotion to 
which you refer causes irritation.

To Lighten His Jet-Black Hair.

Before 
making the application the hair should be 
thoroughly washed and dried. Pour a lit- 
tle of the peroxide into a saucer, apply to
